Leonov and Kubasov will be guests 
aboard the American craft separately 
since one of them will have to be near 
the controls of their Soyuz spaceship at 
all times. 

The cosmonauts will dine on steak in 


plastic pouches, rye bread, cheese 
spread, rehydrated strawberries anti 
tea with lemon and sugar when they 
visit, astronauts Thomas Stafford, Vance 
Brand and Donald “Dckc" Slayton 
The Russians will offer the astro¬ 
nauts, who also must leave one man 
behind in Apollo at all times, a choice 
of borscht — l>eet soup — mutton soup 
called kharcho or soup made from sor¬ 
rel and spinach, all served in aluminum 
tubes, plus canned chicken, ham or sau¬ 
sage. black bread, juice and fruit cake.

King summons forest sides 


A shutdown of major food retailers and bakeries 
on the Lower Mainland and Vancouver Island was 
averted late Friday afternoon when labor and manage¬ 
ment agreed to the appointment of an industrial 
inquiry commissioner. 

The 11th hour decision came 
just before members of the 
Bakery Workers Union were 
set to walk out at Weston’s 
Bakery in Vancouver, a move 
that would have resulted in a 
lockout of bakers in super¬ 
markets and other bakeries 
belonging lo tile B.C. Food 
Labor Relations Council. 

Although lockout notice had 
not been served, the council 
earNer said it would lock out 
bakers employed by all 
members of the council if the 
union struck one of its 
members. 


In that event, bakery 
workers’ picket lines would 
have been respected by the 
Retail Clerks Union and the 
Canadian Food and Allied 
Workers Union tmeatcuttersi. 


But the crisis was post¬ 
poned for at least 14 days— 
the maximum time under the 
labor code that commissioner 
Clive McKee can deliberate 
unless both sides agree to an 
extension after a 30-mlnute 
meeting in Labor Minister 
William King’s office two 
hours before the 6 p.m. strike 
deadline.

Yanks check ‘glitches’

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) — Launch crews 
found a few “glitches” — minor problems — in Apollo 
on Friday, but none was serious enough to force a 
delay in Tuesday’s joint United States-Soviet space 
mission. 


Station shut 
in Malagasy 

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. 
< AP) — The space age 
said Friday it will close its 
tracking station in the Mala¬ 
gasy Republic on Monday, the 
day before the scheduled twin 
launches of U.S. and Soviet 
spacecraft. 

The announcement was 
made after Malagasy Pres¬ 
ident Didier Ratsiraka said he 
had placed the station under 
military control for non¬ 
payment. of rent. 

The space agency said clos¬ 
ing the station will not inter¬ 
fere with its operations be¬ 
cause it can use other facili¬ 
ties. 


Meanwhile, Soviet cos¬ 
monauts finished their train¬ 
ing for the flight and the U.S 
astronauts rehearsed the 
flight’s critical beginning mo¬ 
ments. 

During an inspection, U.S 
launch crews discovered that 
a 12-gauge wire, the size 
lound in household lighting 
circuits, had been installed in¬ 
correctly on the tunnel that 
will connect the two space¬ 
ships after they link up. 

The fault was due “to an 
ambiguous design drawing” 
and was corrected, the space 
agency said. There would 
have bepn no problem in 
flight if the incorrect installa¬ 
tion had gone undetected, a 
spokesman said.

The council which repre¬ 
sents Safeway, IGA, Super¬ 
valu and Ovorwaitea stores, 
Kelly Douglas. Empress 
Foods, Weston’s and McGavin 
Toastmaster Bakeries and 
several other Vancouver-area 
stores and bakery firms 
hud offered the three unions 
increases of $52 a week. The 
offer has been rejected by the 
5,000 members of the three 
unions. 

The bakers are seeking an 
increase of $87 a week on 
their present average rate of 
$237. while meatcutters are 
looking for a $3.50-an-hour 
hike on a journeyman rate of 
$0.65 and a clerk wage of 
$5.25. The retail clerks are 
•demanding » $2-an-hour boost 
on rales of $5.25 or $5.95 an 
hour, depending on classifica¬ 
tion. 

King said he was happy 
that both sides had agreed to 
further discussion under 
McKee but warned that when¬ 
ever labor-management dis¬ 
putes reached the "third 
parly” stage Ihe collective 
bargaining system was in 
danger of losing its credibili- 
ty. 

“If we are to retain credi¬ 
bility in the collective bar¬ 
gaining system, then the par¬ 
ties must make it work. Gov¬ 
ernment intervention should 
lie a last resort, and when it 
is required . . . the collective 
bargaining system has 
failed,” he said.

However, at a meet fug Thursday of the union's 
general executive council, shoreworkers were per¬ 
suaded to abide, by the original deadline and post¬ 
pone strike plans until then.

King said Friday he had urged both sides to main¬ 
tain the status quo until after today’s conference. 

"I have talked to both sides and told them that 
the government strongly urges them to conduct no 
withdrawal of services, to order no closures until after 
we have met,” he said. “I expect them to comply.”

surization while in flight. 

The order does not apply to 
jumbo jets flown by foreign 
airlines, but Air Canada and 


It said many boats were nut 
fitted for winter fishing and 
the skippers sometimes were 
unaware they were overload¬ 
ing the boats.

Indian band council 
forced 


to resign 


UCLUELET - The elected 
chief and councillors of the 
Ucluelet Indian band were 
forced to step down and were 
replaced by hereditary chief 
Lawrence Jack at a meeting 
Wednesday night. 

The resignations of the 
elected council followed dis¬ 
agreement over a petition 
sent by band members to the 
Regional Office of Indian Af¬ 
fairs in mid-June, asking that 
government funds for the 
band be continued — contrary 
to the decision of the Union of 
B.C. Chiefs to reject all gov¬ 
ernment assistance. 

Tendering their resignations 
were elected chief councillor 
•lack Touchie, and fellow 
councillors Marjorie Touchie, 
Mrs. Molly Haippe, and Mrs. 
Violet Mundy. 

Leadership was turned over 
to the hereditary chief by a 
resolution upheld by the ma¬ 
jority of the adult band 
members in attendance. The 
hand has 316 members, in¬ 
cluding children. 

A spokesman for Chief 
Lawrence Jack sajd dele¬ 
gates, including the heredi¬ 
tary chief, had attended the 
meeting of the Union of B.C. 
Chiefs at which the decision 
to refuse government money 
was made, but had returned 
to say the refusal was “an ac¬ 
complished fact.” 

“At no time did we have the 
chance to discuss this at band 
level before the decision was 
made” Chief Jack said. 

When they realized the 
widespread results of the 
edict, band members decided 
to send a petition to Van¬ 
couver Regional Indian Af¬ 
fairs head Larry White, ask¬ 
ing that grants to the Ucluelet 
Band be continued. It was 
over this issue that the elect¬ 
ed council, due to be phased 
out in eny event under a deci¬ 
sion by the Union of B.C. 
Chiefs, resigned. 


In addition to passing a res¬ 
olution dissolving the current 
elected chief and council, 
band members will nominate 
and elect a new council to 
serve with the hereditary 
chief. 

The Ucluelets furUier 
strengthened their opposition 
to the approach taken by 
some Indian leaders by stat¬ 
ing, “The Ucluelet mem¬ 
bership has come to an agree¬ 
ment that the band is not in 
agreement with mo6t demon¬ 
strations and all militant ac¬ 
tions taken by other bands 
and other peoples. If and 
when one or more individual 
members of our band partici¬ 
pate in demonstrations or any 
militant actions, it is solely 
that individual’s responsi¬ 
bility.” 

One of the elders of Ihe 


band explained: “By that we 
mean we won’t stop them if 
they wish to take part, but we 
do not agree with such 

things.” 

Only the traditional hospi¬ 
tality of the West Coast In¬ 
dian people kept those Uclue¬ 
let members who needed wel¬ 
fare assistance from suffering 
real hardship last month, a 
band member said. The 
Ucluelet band was forced to 
appeal to the Ahousats, who 
had not rejected government 
funds, for help which was 
quickly given. 

Subsequently, the funds 
were returned to the Ahousats 
by the Indian affairs depart¬ 
ment. But so far this month, 
no funds have been recieved 
by the Ucluelet band from the 
department, and the band is 
still waiting for a reply to its 
petition to the regional office.

“The companies have taken 
a completely irresponsible po¬ 
sition in refusing to negoti¬ 
ate,” Ginn said. 

The unions met with the 
B.C. Federation of Labor Fri¬ 
day and their liaison commit¬ 
tee will meet today before the 
meeting, he said. 

Don Lanskail, chief negotia¬ 
tor for the industry, said: “If 
the minister of labor invites 
us to meet him we always 
respond and are certainly 
willing to attend the meet¬ 
ing.” 

Jack Munro. western pres¬ 
ident of the IWA and chair¬ 
man of the three-union liaison 
committee, said: "We are 
going to be at the meeting 
and will certainly listen to 
what he has to say.” 

Some workers were already 
off the job, despite continuing 
efforts of the provincial labor 
department. 

About 400 members of the 
CPU walked off tlje job at 
noon FrMfey at the Canadian 
Foreet ProducLs pulp mill at 
Port Mellon on Howe Sound. 

The Weyerhaeuser mill at 
Kamloops was shut down a 
week ago in a dispute over 
overtime and demands for 
compensation on, the July 1 
statutory holiday. 

Pulp workers at Crown Zel- 
lerbach’s Elk Falls pulp mill 
near Campbell River have 
served notice they will close 
the operation down Sunday. 
About 1,000 CPU members 
are affected. 

Pickets also appeared at the 
Canadian Cellulose mill at 
Prince Rupert. The mill 
began a shutdown. 

About 125 IWA members 
picketed the Stave Lake cedar 
division of CFP Friday at 
Dewdney in the Fraser Val¬ 
ley. 

About 400 IWA workers 
were off the job at the Tahsis 
sawmill. A mill spokesman 
said the workers walked off 
Thursday when a private sale 
of shingles was picked up by 
a truck with a non-union 
driver. 

The spokesman added that 
the same procedure had been 
used for years without protest 
from the union.

The three astronauts, 
Thomas Stafford, Vance 
Brand and Donald Slayton 
spent the day in simulators al 
the Johnson Spare Centre in 
Houston. 

They rehearsed the final 10 
minutes before launch and thp 
first 10 minutes of flight 
which carries them into orbit 
The astronauts will pilot T-38 
jets to Cape Canaveral late 
Saturday. 

Soviet space officials an¬ 
nounced that their prime 
rocket and its backup were 
fueled, and that the prime 
spacecraft's oommunications 
system and electrical circuits 
checked out. 

The Soviets are preparing 
two rockets and spaceships 
for the mission in case the 
first one should fall or the 
Apollo is delayed several days 
in getting off the pad and 
therefore could not conduct a 
linkup with the first craft. 

An announcement from tbe 
Baikonur launch site, 1,400 
miles from Moscow, said pre¬ 
parations were on schedule 
and that the Soyuz crews had 
completed training for the 
mission and were in quaran¬ 
tine nt the Baikonur Cos¬ 
modrome. 

Soyuz. with cosmonauts 
Alexei Leonov and Valeri-Ku¬ 
basov alxiard, is scheduled to 
lift off from Baikonur at 5:20 
a m.

The minister stressed that 
he was not saying that the 
collective bargaining system 
already was a failure. "I’m 
just saying that if government 
intervention becomes increas¬ 
ingly prevalent, it will fail. 
Both sides in a dispute must 
be increasingly sensitive to 
the severe economic problems 
facing the province and must 
realize that they have a duty 
to look beyond the narrow 
confines of their own constitu¬ 
ency at the broader picture.” 

While King said he was 
pleased with the maturity 
shown by both sides in the 
food supply dispute, “we have 
an obligation to settle our 
problems before an industrial 
inquiry is appointed. That is 


certainly the preferable way 
to go." 

The minister said he had 
been assured by labor and 
management that there would 
be no 'strikes or lockouts dur¬ 


ing the 14-day* McKee sits to 
adjudicate the matter and he 
was hopeful that similar as¬ 
surances would be made if an 
extension of time was re¬ 
quired. 


While McKee’s final recom¬ 
mendations will not be bind¬ 
ing, King said he was hopeful 
that there would “be suf¬ 
ficient co-operation from both 
parties to resolve the issue."

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Ban on beach nudity 
not fault of nudists 


Tower fire traps hundreds 

‘All that smoke damn frightening’ 


BOSTON (UPI) — The problem, said the 
judge, is not the nude bathers. It’s all those 
other people who want to get a look. 

So saying, U.S. District Court Judge 
Frank Freedman on Friday upheld an interi¬ 
or department order banning naked swim¬ 
ming along the Cape Cod national seashore. 

The ban was issued last summer after 
thousands of bathers (with swim suits on) 
and curiosity seekers crowded into the areas 
to gawk at the bare bathers, causing traffic 
jams, littering, beach erosion and damage to 
private property. 

The Civil Liberties Union of Mas¬ 
sachusetts sought an injunction on grounds 
the ban was a violation of the constitutional 


right to freedom of expression, freedom of 
association and the right to personal liberty. 

Freedman said “all parties agree the 
issue is not a moral one and that it is not 
nudity per se, but the attraction of the nude 
baach.” 

“There were environmental problems in¬ 
cluding dune damage, litter, sanitation, de¬ 
struction of plant life, etc.,” he said. “Fur¬ 
ther, there were severe parking prob¬ 
lems ... as well as extensive trespassing of 
private property.” 

“The personal right to bathe in the 
nude ... is not of such significance that it 
can be considered a fundamental right,” 
Freedman ruled. 


NEW YORK (UPI)— 
Hundreds of office workers 
were trapped Friday on the 
upper storeys of a midtown 
glass and steel skyscraper by 
an electrical fire that spread 
dense smoke ami waiting heat 
throughout the 33-storey build¬ 
ing. 

Officials said a total of 60 
persons suffered minor inju¬ 
ries ranging from cuts to 
smoke inhalation in the blaze 
in the Squibb Building.

The two-alarm fire spread 
quickly through the wiring 
and air conditioning system of 
the building, in which about 
3,000 persons w'ork, and 
trapped employees above the 
18th floor. 

Firefighters wearing heavy 
oxygen back packs shuttled to 


the fire scene on four eleva¬ 
tors left in operation, fought 
the blaze writh water and axes 
and searched the building for 
stranded employees. 


Some workers were driven 
to the roof by thick smoke 
which belched from air ducts 
and mail chutes.

But the dis¬ 
tribution fell far short of ran¬ 
som demands and there was 
no word on his fate. 

The food was brought by 
trucks hired by the National 
Relief Agency to the Slaugh¬ 
terhouse district, the area 
where the kidnappers of Col. 
Ernest Morgan have demand¬ 
ed U.S. aid. 

The kidnappers have threat¬ 
ened to kill the 43-year-old of¬ 
ficer unless the U.S. govern¬ 
ment complies with their de¬ 
mands for hundreds of tons of 
food-stuffs, together with 
clothing and building materi¬ 
als. before a deadline tonight. 

A U.S. Embassy official 
said he knew* nothing about 
the food distribution which is 
“purely a Lebanese affair.” It 
has been U.S. policy not to 
comply with ransom demands 
because such a precedent 
might endanger other diplo¬ 
mats.

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 
A ruptured 16-inch* water 
main buckled pavement and 
sent thousands of gallons of 
water into the downtown area 
just before the morning rush 
hour Friday.

“for the welfare and security 
of the children." However, the 
Globe and Mail said the 
awards totalled $15 million. 

Drug bail 
$5 million 

NEW YORK (AP) — An al¬ 
leged Corsican dope czar, ac¬ 
cused of conspiring to smug¬ 
gle tons of heroin worth as 
much as $2 billion into the 
United States, was held Fri¬ 
day on an unprecedented $5- 
million bail shortly after he 
was flown here from Spain. 

Judge Jacob Mishler of U.S. 
district court set the high bail 
for Francois Marcello Rossi, 
36, who faces 200 years in 
prison and a $25,000 fine if 
convicted on charges leveled 
in two indictments. 

Officials said that after 
Rossi’s arrest in Barcelona in 
February', 1973, there was a 
two-year “heroin panic” and 
narcotics shortage on New 
York streets.

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Eating is a luxury 


T HE RATE OF INCREASE in food prices, sea¬ 
sonally adjusted over a one-year period, was 
19.5 per cent in June. This is the alarming figure 
released by Statistics Canada Friday. The actual 
advance in the cost of the consumer’s shopping 
basket was 3.3 per cent over May, and put that 
way the figure is not so frightening—but frighten¬ 
ing enough for those with low and fixed incomes. 

The consumer price index covering a wide 
range, from recreation equipment to bus fares, was 
actually up only 1.5 per cent, but the consistently 
increasing price of foodstuffs accounted for 60 
per cent of it. 

The Food Prices Review Boa I'd, headed by Mrs. 
Beryl Pumptre, generally inclined to conservative 
estimates, predicts the cost of foods will continue 
to advance. 

The price of eggs, for instance, will gain as a 
consequence of the import restrictions set by the 
federal marketing authority with the concurrence 
of all provincial agencies and Agriculture Minister 
Eugene Whelan. 

James McGrath, Conservative economics critic 
in the House of Commons, has charged* that Mr. 
Whelan, who is held responsible for the egg quota 
and the consequent jump in retail prices across the 
country, is following “disastrous” policies. 

He asked of Mr. Whelan what had happened 
to the “special inter - departmental committee” 
which was set up a year ago to study and make 


recommendations on food prices and production 
generally. It is a question the general public has 
been contemplating. Mr. Whelan’s answer will 
give no satisfaction to anybody. The committee, 
he says, is “working actively.” 

The fact of the matter is that the committee 
is just another of the federal government’s diver¬ 
sionary tactics to baffle the critics and appease the 
public. Like Mi's. Plumptre’s prices review board, 
it has no power in any event, and it is doubtful 
that it even bothers to make recommendations to 
an administration obsessed with the idea that 
Canadians cannot do anything to control inflation, 
or wages, or profits or anything else—except the 
price of oil from Western Canada for consumers 
east of the Ottawa River. 

But the official complacency or indifference, 
fear or befuddlement, or a combination of these 
and other dismaying qualities that make it inef¬ 
fectual in the continuing crisis in this country, 
have reached a point no longer to be tolerated. 

A basket of consumer goods, says the Ottawa 
statistical report, that cost $100 in 1961 now costs 
$184. 

Projecting the percentage advance of food 
prices in June, and taking into consideration the 
unrestrained cost factors throughout the industry, 
Canadians will be paying $250 for the same basket 
of goods—but of inferior taste and quality — by 
1980. Some of them won’t be able to afford to live 
that long. 


A royal indiscretion 


TV7HEN ISRAEL’S PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak 
™ Rabin announced on June 2 a voluntary with¬ 
drawal of forces from the Suez Canal area, it was 
expected Egypt would make some l'esponse which 
would encourage settlement of a dispute of long¬ 
standing. 

On Wednesday President Anwar Sadat disclosed 
his government has agreed upon basic terms for 
a Sinai disengagement which Jerusalem and Cairo 
have worked out between them. 

Israel’s Foreign Minister Yigal Alton confirmed 
It. Tlie agreement, he said, will be backed by firm 
guarantees from the United States. 

The development comes as a surprise, like so 
many others In the Middle East, in view of the 
apparently firm decision announced July 7 in Jeru¬ 
salem that Israel was not contemplating any arrange¬ 
ment for the withdrawal of forces from the strategic 
Giddi and Mitla passes in the Sinai or from the oil¬ 
fields occupied there. 

The new agreement, it appears, requires United 
States participation. It will be necessary for Ameri¬ 
can technicians to man an early warning radar sys¬ 
tem in the Sinai to preclude surprise attack. Pre¬ 
sumably they would be stationed in the rugged passes 
that provide the only invasion route for armor. 

President Sadat sees the design as “a defusion 
of the explosive situation,” but qualifies his comment 
with a big “if.” The Sinai and Suez arrangements 
will be secure, he believes, only if there is a similar 
accommodation on the Syrian frontier. 

ICing Hussein’s announcement of a huge mili¬ 
tary expansion program on the heels of President 
Sadat’s hopeful disclosure makes an agreement on . 
Israel-Syrian frontier disengagement more than ever “ 
difficult of accomplishment. When the president was

announcin^the Sinai deal he may have been unaware 
of Jordan’s plans for a massive arms build-up with 
American aid, incredible though it may seem. 
Whether he knew or not, he knows now that King 
Hussein is engaged in “a re-equipment process to be 
completed by the end of this year.” 

“By then Israel will become unable to attack 
either Jordan or Syria because such an attack will 
be met with swift, devastating retaliation on both 
fronts.” the king* declared. 

The tone of his announcement may not be bel¬ 
ligerent but it is certainly provocative, and it very 
well could encourage the belief in Israel, prevalent 
in the past if not at present, that the Arab neighbors 
have never really abandoned the so frequently heard 
threat that the Jew’s must be driven into the sea. 

With the uncertainty of the situation in Lebanon 
on Israel’s western flank and the continuing pres¬ 
ence of Palestinian forces there, it would take very 
little to persuade the government in Jerusalem that 
the time for concessions has not yet arrived, that the 
military state of readiness cannot be relaxed. 

King Hussein, even if he had taken care to be 
more diplomatic in his policy statement, could 
scarcely have hoped to conceal the fact of Jordan’s 
military program or disguised its purpose. But the 
implication of a Syrian alliance by which Israel could 
be attacked simultaneously on two fronts, with 
Egypt’s neutrality doubtful in such a situation and 
Lebanon Palestinians a continuing threat, could very 
well undo any good accomplished by the Sinai agree¬ 
ment. 

It would hardly be surprising if the Israelis 
changed their minds and dug in their heels in the 
Giddi and Mitla passes as a result of what appeal's 
to be a king’s indiscretion. 


A periodic re-think of policy 
for any complex organization 
is certainly necessary. But 
since 1965, Canada’s defence 
establishment has been over¬ 
hauled so many times in 
rapid succession it’s a na¬ 
tional scandal. Quite evidently, 
it s also a matter of serious 
concern for friends and allies. 

Without doubt, It’s the im¬ 
pending necessity to fish or 
t ut bait on the ill-advised, bil- 
lion-dollar long-range patrol 
aircraft program that precipi¬ 
tated the current soul- 
searching on defence policy. 

It’s easy to criticize De¬ 
fence Minister James Rich¬ 
ardson for letting our defence 
establishment wither on the 
vine — or “ensuring the inse¬ 
curity of Canada,” as one 
critic put It. But to be fair, 
he’s in a sticky position on 
tliis particular program. 


If the minister recommends 
a costly program for new 
long-range aircraft there is no 
doubt that effective support 
for NATO Europe will be 
placed in jeopardy. On the 
other hand, if NATO consider¬ 
ations appear to take priority, 
then the minister will come 
under fire from the prime 
minister, and many Cabinet 
colleagues who insist that de¬ 
fence policy and equipment be 
primarily oriented towards 
the development of Canada 
and maintaining its sovereign¬ 
ty. 

At one point Mr. Richard¬ 
son, apparently searching for 
an effective compromise, 
philosophized on his knotty di¬ 
lemma as follows: “Canada is 
under no threat of land in¬ 
vasion. Any potential enemy 
. . . will have to come by sea 
or by air. We are ... clearly 
a seafaring people and be¬ 
cause of our distances, we are 
an air-minded people.”

And I’m 
sure Mr. Leber didn’t suggest 
we dump our air group to ac- 
compligh his recommen¬ 
dation. 

The German minister, of all 


people, must know that al¬ 
though only soldiers can take 
and hold real estate, it is 
NATO’s airpower that would 
allow them to operate in the 
first place, and that keeps the 
European front as stable as it 
is. Moreover, with the advent 
of “smart bombs,” the poten¬ 
tial of Canada’s air group has 
been magnified at least five¬ 
fold. So now there’s absolutely 
no w r ay anyone can equate the 
loss of three tactical air 
squadrons with the deterrent 
or combat capability of an ad¬ 
ditional 2,800 soldiers. 

On the other hand, re-equip¬ 
ping and maintaining our 
present battle group in 
Europe, is without doubt the 
best possible way Canada can 
keep the nucleus for an army 
of consequence. For despite 
Richardson’s philosophizing, 
this force could be a vital 
asset in the very likely event 
that history will repeat itself, 
sometime, somewhere, and 
that we w-ill again be involved 
in land warfare, where profes¬ 
sionalism will make a big dif¬ 
ference.

at the cozy little din-dins, 
even if there’ll be no wine— 
and the groceries—little sand¬ 


wiches, tiny fishes on toast 
fingers, mini-sausages, lobster 

claws and other goodies—will 
be as ta*ty if not as elabo¬ 
rately served. 

There will be no shortage of 
good liquor and fine food— 
ever. 

And with scores and often

Alfred Dreyfus, young Jewish French army staff officer, 
was acquitted of treason in 1906 — 69 years ago — after 11 
years Imprisonment on Devil’s island.

I 
also noted that this should 
pose no embarrassment or lo¬ 
gistic problem to the Allied 
Commander in Europe. More¬ 
over, I went further and 
suggested a small annual, or 
bi-annual operation to exer¬ 
cise this flexibility as well as 
reassure Canadians. 

Nevertheless, the 1970 crisis 
In Quebec created substantial 
pressures for permanently 
withdrawing the battle group 
from Europe. Similarly, the 
need of military support for 
Montreal's Olympic fling 
could bring Mr. Richardson’s 
fellow chauvinists in the Cabi¬ 
net and,' many other MPs, 
also with sovereignty blink¬ 
ers, to the tore once again. 


I know tlie country has been 
assured that any foreseeable 
Olympic problems can readily 
be handled by regular, and 
militia troops stationed in 
Canada. But there are sub¬ 
stantial reasons for hedging 
bets on that. For instance, 
under no circumstance should 
Mr. Drapeau’s operation ex¬ 
pose the government to giving 
a sporting event precedence 
over our commitment to 
NATO. Nor should the govern¬ 
ment ever have to consider 
action that would risk com¬ 
paring Canada with the Nepa¬ 
lese — who pulled out of the 
vital Middle East peace-keep¬ 
ing operation, simply to be on 
hand for the ceremonial 
crowning of a new king. 

So here’s a suggestion that 
the ever-resourceful mayor of 
Montreal might well consider. 

Next year’s Olympic Games 
are strictly an international, 
Drapeau-Montreal thing. So 
wh$ shouldn’t Mr. Drapeau 
call on some NATO allies 
(Norway, Italy, Holland?) for 
a small military unit to help 
with his routine, crowd-con¬ 
trol, and security problems? 
If our allies are really keen 
on keeping Canadians on duty 
in Europe, such an invitation 
should be accepted with ala¬ 
crity, and the troops them¬ 
selves would certainly love Jt. 


A sprinkling of foreign mili¬ 
tary uniforms during the 
Olympics would add color and 
might even set a very de¬ 
sirable precedent. Even 
though somewhat specialized, 
it would be good joint training 
for the troops. In our case, it 
would be particularly appro¬ 
priate to tlie racial make-up 
of Canada In general, and 
Montreal in particular. 

Most importantly, it would 
be a timely reminder for Ca¬ 
nadians that NATO’s military 
collaboration is multi-direc¬ 
tional, and not simply a one¬ 
way, West-to-East, street.

I identified with the lazy slobs 
because, at that glutinous hour, I was stuck with the notion 
that the entire school system started to collapse when the first 
parent-teacher group was formed. 

I’m not even sure at any hour of the day that it woukln’t be 
better for everybody, pupils included, if parents and teachers 
never met. But who needs thoughts Mke that at 6:45 a.m.?

Plain country living on Van¬ 
couver Island — which a lot 
of rural people are trying to 
get away from — this year is 
attracting people from as far 
away as Switzerland and the 
southern U.S., not to mentiou 
Greater Victoria. 


And once the visitors get a 
taste of what it’s like down on 
the farm, there’s no trouble in 
keeping them coming back. 


But don’t, expect hotel ser¬ 
vice if you holiday under the 
provincial - sponsored Family > 
Farms Vacation program; the 
idea is for you to get involved, 
to milk the cows (or goats) 
and help get in the hay. 


At least that’s the way it is 
at Kelvin Creek Ranch at 
Cowichan Station, although 
some of the other five Island 
farms in the program make it 
easier for city dudes. 


Jack and Mollie Archer ran 
their 130-acre mixed farm as 
a guest ranch before the pro¬ 
vincial program started last 
year, so they’d already devel¬ 
oped some regular patrons 
who come back year after 
year. 


For $110 a week inclusive of 
everything (with special rates 
for youngsters), visitors to 
Kelvin Creek Ranch can dis¬ 
cover what life on a farm is 
really like, although the Arch¬ 
er spread is more idyllic than 
most B.C. farms. 


When they wake up to the 
sweet smell of new-cut hay 
they look out over lush rolling 
farmland and 1 forest, break¬ 
fast on home-grown cereals 
and home-cooked baking, and 
enjoy cow or goat’s milk they 
may have extracted from the 
animal themselves the day 
before. 

The food is one of the basic 
attractions, according to Mrs. 
Archer, although city kids 
probably en joy just as much 
the horse riding, stream fish¬ 
ing and such farm chores as 
milking and bringing in the 
hay. 

One woman from Ottawa 
stayed at the ranch for five 
weeks with her children, but 
Mrs. Archer said most stay 
for only a week or two. 

The Archers opened their 
place to visitors to make

money and to create a market 
for their produce, but, Mrs. 
Archer added, “if someone 
goes into the guest business 
expecting to make a lot, they 
aren’t going to . . 

The farm produces apples 
(made into cider in a press), 
pears (from which ‘perry’ is 
vice if you holiday under the 
made), hay and vegetables. 
Along with the vegetable gar¬ 
den and livestock, visitors get 
a good notion of what mixed 
farmifig is all about. 

At the ranch this week is a 
family of four from Victoria, 
orthodontist Martin Scherzer, 
his wife and two young sons, 
are visiting for the first time. 

Walking up the winding 
trail from the lower fields 
after helping to lay irrigation 
pipes. Scherzer said: “It’s a 
good way for the boys to get a 
taste of country living . . . it’s 
good clean living and I like 


the attitude of the Archers, 
they use every thing. 

“The food is simple and 
wholesome . . . being out here 
you learn about farming, you 
hear their stories and learn to 
respect them.’’ 

Another tiling they are 
learning is how farm people 
work. 

The Archers’ son, Darryl, 
is single-handedly building a 
new cattle barn and, to do it, 
he felled trees by himself, 
then sawed them into planks. 

He is also building buggies, 
for the use of future guests, 
planning the construction of a 
water wheel, and at other 
times he will lie shoeing 
horses and tapping syrup 
from the maple trees. 

As Mrs. Archer said: “We 
are living a life here that is 
going.” 

Another nearby farm, run 
by Gordon and Evelyn Grier, 


also welcomes farm vaca¬ 
tioners but has had no takers 
so far. 

Their 390-acre dairy farm 
w v ith 200 milk cows is newly 
renovated and can accommo¬ 
date four or five^ guests. 

Unlike Kelvin Creek Ranch, 
which accommodates 12. 
Grier’s Farm, according to 
Mrs. Grier, is more automat¬ 
ed and guests can’t so readily 
be involved in chores. 

Weekly guests are not en¬ 
couraged but overnight ers 
w'ho want bed-and-breakfast 
can stay for $12 a night. 

“We aren't an established 
guest ranch like Kelvin 
Creek,” said Mrs. Grier, “and 
the big downfall of the provin¬ 
cial farm program is its lack 
of advertising.” 

“We could do with a lot 
more advertising and wquld 
have to have four or five peo¬ 
ple staying to make it pay."

MONTREAL fCP) — Manu¬ 
facturing industry spokesmen 
fear unemployment would 
reach astronomical levels if 
Canada would adopt free 
trade policies, as recommend¬ 
ed by an Economic Council of 
Canada report. 

The report, released Thurs¬ 
day, suggests Canada vi¬ 
gorously pursue a free trade 
arrangement with all coun¬ 
tries, including the United 
States. 

“This country would lose 
jobs in every manufacturing 
sector,” if free trade was 
adopted, said Harry Lautman, 
Canadian vice-president of the 
Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of Americ a. 

Canadian manufacturers 
would just not be able to com¬ 
pete against lower labor rates 
in other countries, Lautman 
said. Free trade policies, 
therefore, would be to the 
benefit of poor countries, at 
the expense of Canadian in¬ 
dustry. 

“Canada will have nothing 
to export but primary prod¬ 
ucts, such as coal and miner¬ 
als.” 

George Hanna, president of 
the Shoe Manufacturers' As¬ 
sociation of Canada, said the 
economic council report is “a 
real rocker.” 

Because the shoe industry, 
like the garment and textile 
trades, are labor intensive, 
“we need help through quotas 
and tariffs. If manufacturing

Oil leasing plan scrapped 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
interior department has aban¬ 
doned former president Rich¬ 
ard Nixon’s orders to lease 10 
million offshore acres a year 
for oil exploration because it 
was impossible to meet that 
goal. 

Instead, the department has 
proposed six lease sales a 
year through 1978, including 
major “frontier areas” never 
before explored. But it pro¬ 
posed no new annual acreage 
targets. 

The department’s lease sale 
off south Texas Iasi January 
offered more than three mil¬ 
lion acres but sold only 
626,000, and the department 


said industry was not showing 
much interest in a forthcom¬ 
ing sale in the central Gulf of 
Mexico, either. 

Meanwfiile. the depari- 
ment’s preparations to lease 
off the Atlantic Coast w r ere 
delayed until March when the 
Supreme Court .settled a fe¬ 
deral-state dispute over own¬ 
ership, effectively making the 
sales impossible in 1975. 


And a proposed sale in 
Lower Cook Inlet off Alaska 
remained stalled pending an¬ 
other ownership decision by 
I he high court. 

Instead of the 10’ million 
acres Nixon ordered, "it is 
entirely possible that no more 
than three million acres will 
toe leased in 1975, even assum¬ 
ing that all six proposed sales 
are held,” the department 
said.

Jupiter 

WINNIPEG (CP) — The nu¬ 
merous UFO sightings over 
southern Manitoba last week 
may have been just the planet 
Jupiter. 

“There can be little loubt 
about it,” said Dr. Ian Halli- 
day, senior research officer 
with the planetary sciences 
section of the National Re¬ 
search Council. - 
”We got the report from the 
RCMP and we saw the pho¬ 
tographs. The sightings were 
at the right time and in the 
right part of the sky to be 
consistent with the position of 
the planet Jupiter.” 

Halllday said the “eye-brain 
mechanism” can play tricks 
on people. The planet could 
look closer than it was be¬ 
cause “our eyes are useless 
for depth perception beyond a 
hundred feet.” 

Halliday said the movement 
of Jupiter can often be spec¬ 
tacular as it changes color 
from brilliant red to pulsating 
orange and appears to come 
closer and then move away 
again. 


Weapons 
search 
in pens 


OTTAWA (CP)—The 49 fed¬ 
eral prisons across Canada 
are to be searched for knives, 
guns and contraband in a 
sweep ordered by the peniten¬ 
tiaries service here. 

Robert Diguer, deputy com¬ 
missioner for security, said in 
tm interview Friday he told 
regional directors early this 
week to carry out the search 
within 10 days or so. He said 
some had already made a 
search. 

It followed by two weeks a 
one-day walkout of federal 
prison employees angered by 
the slaying of two of their 
fellows in June. 

One death occurred at Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Penitentiary at 
New Westminster, where so¬ 
cial worker Mary Steinhauser 
was shot to death as guards 
sought to free her and 14 
other hostages held for 41 
hours by three knife-wielding 
prisoners. 

Paul Gosselin, a guard at 
Archambault Penitentiary 
north of Montreal, was shot to 
death at a hospital where he 
had taken a prisoner for an 
x-ray. The prisoner emerged 
from a hospital washroom 
with a gun and escaped. An¬ 
other guard was shot and 
wounded. 

Prison guards had com¬ 
plained that there are about 
200 assaults on them by pris¬ 
oners a year. These didn’t in¬ 
clude incidents such as 
threats and spitting.

The policy package cul¬ 
minated weeks of negotiations 
among government, employ¬ 
ers and unions. 

By withholding statutory 
controls on wages until they 
are needed, Wilson appears to 
have kept on his team left- 
wing cabinet members who 
have opposed legal controls 
over collective bargaining. 

Explaining the $13.80 pay- 
increase limit. Denis Healey, 
chancellor of the exchequer, 
told a news conference the 
policy had to be “dramatic, 
easily monitored and easily 
understood.” 

He said there is no scope 
for a price freeze because 
prices have been under vary¬ 
ing degrees of restraint for 
three years. 

The extra earnings gar¬ 
nered by limiting pay bills 
would be needed to invest in 
the long-term efficiency of 
British industry.

Existing price-control legis¬ 
lation, which would be re¬ 
newed, “already ensures that 
a lower rate of increase in 
pay is reflected in a lower 
rate of price increase,” the 
government document says. 

But, for a range of con¬ 
sumer goods, the government 
would try to keep the price 
rises to about 10 per cent. 
Healey cited children’s cloth¬ 
ing as an example. 


The pay-increase limit 
amounts to about 12 per cent 
on the average industrial 
wage. 

Healey acknowledged that 
the pay limit could reduce 
consumer demand and create 
higher unemployment. But 
those effects might be offset 
by consumers dipping into 
savings to keep spending, and 
by industry turning extra 
earnings into Investment.

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Provincial co-ordinator oversees foyers and walls 

Getting into B.C. buildings is a work of art

'Hie thought of strong young 
men with their sturdy pioneer 
women slashing their way in 
paint across the walls of the 
foyers of the new provincial 
government buildings brings 
a slight grimace to the face of 
Jack Wilkinson. 

As provincial co-ordinator 
of art, Wilkinson oversees just 
what makes it into the foyers 
and onto the walls of the exec¬ 
utive suites erf provincial build¬ 
ings. He is aided by 14 paid 
advisers along with a 
$250,000-a-year fund plus an 
allotted one-to-three-per cent 
of new' construction costs for 
the purchase of commissioned 
works for these new buildings. 

In the works are 20 commis¬ 
sioned pieces whose costs on 
approved completion range

There are guidelines, of 
course, to the provincial art 
policy now in its second year 
with more than 500 acquisi¬ 
tions. The purchased work 
must be by a living B.C. artist 
but a look at the list of acqui¬ 
sitions shows some from out 
of the province. 

And Wilkinson said he and 
his consultants may have to 
start looking elsewhere for 
major new-building commis¬ 
sions because they’ve “almost 
exhausted the source of ar¬ 
tists capable of the art we’re 
looking for and the experi¬ 
ence . . .’’ 

But one of the functions of 
the policy, according to Wil¬ 
kinson, is to encourage B.C. 
artists by buying their work. 

Wilkinson and his consul¬ 
tants are bound to acquire art 
of “the highest possible stan¬ 
dard’’ which at the same time 
is “a good representation of 
what’s happening in B.C.’’ 

And as for strapping young 
men shown taming the B.C. 
forests, rivers, and grass¬ 
lands, according to Wilkinson 
they just don't belong to con¬ 
temporary art. 

“It smacks of a rather 
corny notion of nationalism,” 
Wilkinson said of the mural 
style once popular in earlier 
public buildings.

“That’s like what the Rus¬ 
sian artists had to do," he 
added. 

But psiinter Hans Furcht of 
5009 Wedgewood, whc*e im¬ 
pressionistic works have been 
passed over by Wilkinson and 
his consultants, thinks this 
type of mural is more appro¬ 
priate than the abstracts pur¬ 
chased. 

In a letter to Public Works 
Minister William Hartley, 
whose department ad¬ 
ministers the art policy, 
Furcht called for murals to be 
at least ‘‘recognizable.’’ 

Protesting the province’s 
commissioning and later pur¬ 
chase of Donald Harvey’s 
$10,000 two-piece abstract 
mural, Inside and Outside, 
Furcht’s letter said: “It is 
much more appropriate to 
paint murals on a wall that 
shows how the country was 
conquered and how mines 
were built. 

“It should show the farmer 
out in the field. It should show 
the Indians.’’ 

Furcht, in an interview, 
said at least 50 per cent of the 
acquisitions for the provincial 
collection should be easily 
recognizable. 

Wilkinson claims that about 
50 per cent of the 500-plqs 
provincial collection is repre¬ 
sentational, with the re¬ 
mainder being either concep¬ 
tual or pure abstract art. This 
split wasn’t made through pol¬ 
icy but was the way he and 
hLs $100-a-day consultants 
chose. 

He doesn’t think govern¬ 
ment policy should dictate to 
artists the style of expression 
needed to guarantee pur¬ 
chase. Wilkinson likens such a 
policy to Hitler’s declaring as 
junk all Fauvist and Cubist 
paintings. 

Although Wilkinson, in his 
$15,500-a-year post, finds him¬ 
self occasionally labelled as 
the provincial “czar of art.’’ 
he said there is no attempt by 
the collection to “dictate what 
people’s taste should be.” 

But he rejects as “a waste 


of money” purchasing only 
“non-art” works which would 
be unoffensive and easily un¬ 
derstood by all He isn’t just 
out to decorate the walls of 
public buildings. 

“I don’t think the govern¬ 
ment should force art down 
the throats of people but we 
should give people the oppor¬ 
tunity if they seek it,” he 
said. 

Not all the darlings of the 
Canadian art establishment 
are even to Wilkinson’s own 
taste. 

“What you like may not 
have anything to do with what 
is art,” he said. 

His own definition of art is 
not far off the usual accepted 
meaning. “Art is an object 
that seems to communicate a 
personal view and experience 
and shows me how the artist 
looks at life and possibly ex¬ 
pands my own view.” 

Still, the selection of works 
at regional centres and com¬ 
mercial galleries, or in con¬ 
sultation with project archi¬ 
tects, lends itself to being the 
reflection of the fancies and 
dislikes of Wilkinson and his 
consultants. It could easily 
seem to be a small clique 
holding the purse-strings and 
paint brushes of the prov¬ 
ince’s artists. 

But Wilkinson denies this. 
He said his committee of con¬ 
sultants, along with regional 
representatives, prevent this. 
He keeps shuffling his consul¬ 
tants as they travel in groups 
of five across the province to 
vote on works to be included 
in the collection. 

His committee’s composi¬ 
tion of mostly academics and 
some working artists has 
brought charges of favoritism 
and maintenance of the elite 
from some quarters. While 
the committee has recom¬ 
mended purchase of the 
works , of Jack Shadbolt, 
Claude Breeze Eind Herbert 
Siebner, it has also rejected 
works by these prestigious ar¬ 
tists. 

And like a woman spumed, 


there is nothing like a reject¬ 
ed artist, according to Wilkin¬ 
son, who finds himself taking 
the brunt of their anger. And 
there are other artists who 
resent the form-filling re¬ 
quired before being- consid¬ 
ered for inclusion in the pro¬ 
vincial collection. 


“For the first time there is 
a whipping boy,” Wilkinson 
said. 

But it isn’t only artists who 
resent Wilkinson’s pickings. 
Some civil servants have 
pulled his selections off their 
walls but Wilkinson shrugs 
and points out he has more 
requests than he has works in 
the collection. 

He believes that good art in 
the offices and public areas of 
government buildings has a 
positive effect. 

“Imagine how it changes 
the image of how people see 
bureaucracy and government 
and how bureaucracy sees it¬ 
self,” he said. 

The province’s art program 
grew out of the policy set for 
the construction of the provin¬ 
cial Museum by the Social 
Credit government and fol¬ 
lows on the heels of a similar 
federal policy. Similar pro¬ 
grams are planned in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. 

The public will be able to 
take a look at 50 of the recent 
acquisitions at the Archives 
Gallery from July 4 until Aug. 
17. 

Wilkinson described the ex¬ 
hibition of paintings, sculp¬ 
ture, tapestries and prints as 
“representational” of the 
whole collection. He didn’t 


back away from possible op¬ 
position with an exhibition 
calculated to won all-round 
public approval. 

“I’m not an apologizer for 
art. I’m trying to reflect what 
is there. 

“I’m not going to put on a 
show that is deliberately 
going to avoid hurting any¬ 
one,” he said. 

Wilkinson himself is an

Garden notes 


Wlien com produces that 
decorative tassel away up on 
lop of the plant, it is in a very 
important stage of its devel¬ 
opment. 

I have known misguided 
gardeners to cut off these tas¬ 
sels as fast as they formed, to 
"throw all the strength into 
the cobs." 

Trouble is, they never got 
any cobs, or rather, there 
wasn’t any corn on their 
cobs! 

You see, those tassels are 
the male flowers of the com 
plant, and without the golden 
dust-like pollen from these 
tassels, there can be no 
mouth-watering com-on-the- 
cob. 

★ ★ ★ 

Those sticky silken threads 
that protrude from the tips of 
the ears of com are the fe¬ 
male •‘flowers." 

Each of these threads con¬ 
nects with an embryo seed 
kernel within the ear, and 
each thread or "silk" must be 
fertilized with a grain erf pol¬ 
len from the male tassel be¬ 
fore the kernel will swell. 

Hence the importance of 
both tassel and silks — male 
and female must get together 


before the com plant can pro¬ 
duce children. In this case, 
the offspring are the seed ker¬ 
nels on the cob. 

★ * ★ 

We are coming up soon now 
tp the critical time for com as 
the lassies appear and ripen, 
for this is when pollination 
takes place. 

If it Is incomplete or un¬ 
successful, the ears will fill 
out only partially or not at alL 

Insects play no part whatev¬ 
er in the pollination of com — 
it is all done by gravity or the 
wind. 

★ ★ ★ 

This is why a single row of 
com in the garden will often 
fail to produce plump ears. 

Persistent winds during the 
pollinating period will carry 
the male pollen AWAY from 
the waiting silks below, and 
these unfertilized threads 
wither and die without pro¬ 
ducing any kernels within the 
ear. 

Com should always be 
grown in multiple rows or in 
square "blocks" so the pollen 
from one row, if blown, will 
roach the silks in another 
row. 

Even with the correct place¬ 


ment it is quite a common 
thing to find ears on which 
the- tips have no kernels, due 
to imperfect pollination. 

★ ★ ★ 

Gardeners have been argu¬ 
ing for well over 100 years as 
to whether or not the suckers 
should be tom off from the 
base of the com plant, and 
even the highest authorities 
can’t seem to make up their 
minds on this point. 

The UJ5. Department of Ag¬ 
riculture says it doesn’t make 
any difference; personally, I 
leave the suckers on. 

I can see how these suckers 
could rob the parent plant of 
nutrients If the com was 
growing on poor, hungry soil, 
but no gardener in his right 
mind would even attempt this 
demanding crop on an infer¬ 
tile plot. 

★ ★ ★ 

Com is a big, husky, hungry 
plant, and the richest soil in 
the garden is none too good 
for this exacting subject, and 
even in well-manured ground, 
the crop should be given sup¬ 
plemental feedings through 
the growing season. 

Under this treatment, there 
should be food to spare for the 


suckers, and In any case, I 
believe the shock of wrench¬ 
ing them off is harder on the 
parent plant than any harm 
they may doty remaining. 

The original growers of 
com—the big commercial 
growers in the U.S. middle 
west 

At a certain stage of 
growth, cord-like roots will 
appear on the stems a little 
ABOVE ground level; these 
are rather like the aerial 
roots you get on a big cut-leaf 
philodendron. 

These above-ground com 
roots will arch themselves 
outward and downward, and 
given half a chance, they will 
insert their tips in the ground. 

I believe these aerial roots 
are for the purpose of provd- 
ing better anchorage as the 
com plants put on height and 
become top-heavy, acting as 
miniature guys or stays. 

In any case, our job is to 
make it easier for them to 
perform their function, and to 
this end I "hill up" my com 
as soon as these buttress. 
roots appear, pulling earth up 
around the stems with the 
draw hoe. 



Sisyphus was a shaver 


A friend with an imagination as gifted as it is irrelevant— 
a real genius at the useless — has this Rube Goldberg fan¬ 
tasy of the Perfect Shave. 

First an electric washcloth impregnated with cologne 
warmed to 150 degrees vibrates exquisitely over the face, 
wilting the beard. 

Next an automated hot-lather device squirts foam while 
two mechanical hands with velvet gloves reach out from 
either side of your mirror to massage the cream in. 

Than a self-propelled instrument called Whiskers Off — 
combining the best features of a razor and an electric shaver 
— begins to move as gently as a baby’s kiss down one cheek. 
(A sensor system adapted from the landing gear on the Con¬ 
corde guarantees absolutely no nicks.) 

An atomizer spray of ice-cold after-shave — powered by 
two energy cells — completes the ceremony. 

★ ★ ★ 

"Charlie, Charlie," we keep telling our friend "It’ll never 
sel." But the. funny thig is that tire shaving industry seems 
to be — if you’ll excuse its favorite expression — gliding in 
Charlie’s direction. 

Nothing is left to simplicity these days. A shaving man is 
condemned to shop amoung the tutti-fruiti aromas of push-but¬ 
ton lather — Sicilian lemon, Capri lime, crushed California 
orange blossom, etc. 

Then come the blades: coated with platinum, chromium, 
superchromium, and Teflon. It takes a metallurgist to make 
a choice — and a trained European mechanic to change 
blades or even adjust them for men with tough beards and 
gentle skins, for men with gentle beards and tough skins, and 
for men with just about every variation between. 

★ ★ ★ 

Why all these complications — thesse really unnecessary 
decisions? In a world that prizes novelty and change, the 
shaver finds himself the victim of a vast monotony. Shaving 
reduces the male chauvinist (if he would but admit it) to the 
state of a housewife. 

His tricky razor is her tricky mop (with the special No 
Bending, Twist-Squeeze remote control); his tutti-fruitti hav¬ 
ing cream is her tutti-frutti detergent (same flavors, plus 
peach). He shaves, she mops with the knowledge that they 
will be rolling the same stone up the same hill tomorrow and 
tomorrow and tomorrow. 

Sisyphus was a shaver. 

To give this daily task of mowing the facial lawn a little

drama, certain veteran shavers stare at the crossed swords 
on the Wilkinson blades package. Others make one sidebum 
shorter to see if anybody notices. Nobody ever does. Some 
switch from electric (odd days) to blade (even days), as if 
engaged in a running debate. 

★ ★ ★ 

Disadvantages of electric shavers: That old "zzz" can • 
put a man right back to sleep, to say nothing of jamming his 
radio just at the moment the weather forecast reaches the 
bottom line. 

Disadvantages of blades: There are no blades really, only 
things dscribed as cartridges with Roman numeral model 
numbers like Apollo rockets. Don’t ever call a razor a razor; 
it’s now officially a "shaving system." 

Really desperate shavers have tried memorizing poetry. 
Or even — how desperate can you get? — thinking. One old- 
time columnist named Neal O’Hara devoted part of each col¬ 
umn to "Thoughts while shaving . ..’’ His final thought was 
preceded by the coda: "Now rinsing off the blade ..." 

Sooner rather than later, once the gimmicks have worn 
off — and how quickly a new tutti-frutti scent can pall! — 
most shavers are driven to suspend themselves in a kind of 
trance. What child has not seen a glazed, middle-distance 
look come over Daddy’s eyes as he scratches away at the old . 
chin? In fact, many a child prefer Daddy that way. 

★ ★ ★ 

How to rescue the shaver from his sweet smell of ennui? 
Perhaps some enterprising manufacturer ought to accompa¬ 
ny his new product with a pamphlet. The History of Shaving. 
Exciting stuff about the shaving habits of Rembrandt, Henry 
VUI, and John Lennon — that sort of thing. Then a final sec¬ 
tion titled, The Ritual of Shaving, to be read aloud in a deep, 
manly voice: 

"The 20th century is short an rituals, and the 21st may be 
even Shorter. But one ritual remains — that ritual by which a 
boy knows he has become a man: his first shave. When you 
use our Revolving Triple-Flex Mark II, you will recapture the 
thrill of that morning ..." 

Oh, never mind. And never mind all the gold-plated 
razors and all the lotions in antique-oar decanters either. Just 
get it over with. Shave, Sisyphus, shave.

little noted outside of Chicago was 
the death this spring of a former under¬ 
secretary of the U.S. navy, and one of 
the original members of the U.S. Atom¬ 
ic Energy Commission, a man named 
Ralph Bard/ 

Although I met him only occasional¬ 
ly, at some formal events, I want to 
mark the passing of this man who, had 
his advice been listened to, might have 
changed the whole course of modern 
history. 

As a member of the commission 
formed to give the U.S. president and 
the government advice on the uses of 
the atomic bomb Bard was the sole per¬ 
son on the group to protest in writing 
against the dropping of the bomb with¬ 
out giving prior notice to Japanese in 
1945. 

★ ★ ★ 

He made the utterly and rational and 
sensible suggestion that the U.S. inform 
Japan of its new and devastating 
power, and arrange a trial demon¬ 
stration of the bomb on some humanly 
uninhabited island, where Jajanese ob-

servers might see tor themselves the 
horrible consequences of its use. 

President Truman turned down this 
idea, ostenisbly on military grounds, 
but, as it transpired later, actually for 
political reasons. 

Recent documentary studies of the 
post-war period indicate conclusively 
that there was no overriding need for 
dropping the bomb on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki, since the Japanese were al¬ 
ready on the point of surrender. 

The U.S. could have become a model 
for restraint and recititude in the mod¬ 
em world, Instead of the first nation 
that put to use the fatal fruits of atomic 
fission — thus beginning a nuclear race 
that is far from over, and may not cul¬ 
minate until one of the newer bombs (a 
thousand times still more powerful than 
the Hiroshima bomb) Is dropped by the 
U.S. or one of its proliferating imita¬ 
tors. 

If the medieval idea of a "just war" 
as explicated by St. Thomas and 
others — was ever morally defensible, 
there is not the slightest shred of doubt 


that the kind of atomic w'ar the U.S. 
launched is beyond the pale of all exten 
uation or excuse. 

The most rigid theologians in all 
religions agree that a w-eapon that can¬ 
not be controlled and that wreaks far 
more harm to the whole globe than can 
possibly be justified by "self-defence" 
is not a humanly acceptable device for 
settling disputes. 

★ ★ ★ 

It now turns out that the U.S. did not 
even have the lame excuse — given 
soon afterwards — that dropping the 
bomb "shortened the war" and thus 

saved lives. 

Those killed and permanently 
maimed in the Japanese cities far ex¬ 
ceeded the possible military casualties 
if the war had dragged on a little 
longer. After all, Hitler defended his 
blitz of British cities on the same spe¬ 
ciously*‘humanitarian" basis. 

Bard lived to 91, and I hope he never 
regretted his advice, especially since 
history has borne him out. He deserves 
more than a footnote in the books.

Utecht, McCabe and Zelcno 
vicli all said Forbes was hold¬ 
ing the stick with both hands 
about shoulder height and 
jabbed it at Boucha s head.

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Inadequate fire protection 

8 more blocks added to ‘secret’ danger list

The Colonist has obtained 
the names of eight more 
downtown hotels and apart¬ 
ment buildings which are on 
Fire Chief Eric Simmons’ se¬ 
cret list of dangerous stric¬ 
tures in terms of fire safety. 

Thursday morning, the Col¬ 
onist reported the names of 
three buildings which are on 
the fire chief’s list of 26 struc¬ 
tures considered unsafe in 
terms of fire regulations. 

They were the St. Helen’s 
Apartments, 828 Courtney, the 
Chandler Hotel, 723 Yates, 
and the New England Hotel, 
1312 Government. 

Investigation by the Colo¬ 
nist traced the names of eight 
more buildings Friday. 

They are the Ritz Hotel, 710 
Fort; the Station Hdtel, 501 
Pandora ; the Brunswick 
Hotel, 541 Johnson; the Sur¬ 
rey Apartments, 639 Yates; 
the Beverly Hotel, 720 Yates; 
the Eastern Hotel, 550 John¬ 
son; the Senator Hotel, 548 
Johnson, and the Drake Hotel, 
536 Johnson. 

The Eastern, the Senator 
and the Drake are no longer 
occupied. All three were 
bought earlier by Victoria de¬ 
veloper and alderman Sam 
Bawlf. 

Bawlf has been able to find 
other accommodation for all 
former residents. He is gut¬ 


ting the buildings and incorpo¬ 
rating them into a develop¬ 
ment. 

All others are still occupied 
mostly by elderly residents 
and people on welfare. 

To increase fire-safety in 
residential hotels and apart¬ 
ment buildings, Simmons has 
issued orders to the owners of 
four buildings to upgrade fire- 
prevention measures. 

The buildings which have 
been singled out, so far, for 
upgrading are the Chandler 
Hotel, the St. Helen’s Apart¬ 
ments, the Surrey Apartments 
and the Brunswick Hotel. 

Chris Randall, president of 
RMP Development Corpora¬ 
tion Ltd. whicK owns the 
40-suite St. Helen’s Apart¬ 
ments, said in an interview 
Friday unless the necessary 
improvements can be made 
without spending an extraor¬ 
dinary amount of money, the 
building would have to be tom 
down. 

He stressed that although 
his firm bought the building 
in 1973, it only gained com¬ 
plete control dver it on July 3 
this year. 

Until that date, a third 
party held a lease on the 
building. 

"We bought out that lease 
for about $15,000,’’ said Ran¬ 
dall. 

He said his firm bought the 
building with a view to even¬ 
tually using the property for

an office building for Randall, 
Meyer and Pollard, a Victoria 
law firm. 

Randall said, "We’re will¬ 
ing to co-operate with the fire 


chief, but we can’t afford to 
make ma^or structural 
changes without raising 
rents." 

He added that some im¬ 


provements are "obviously 
necessary." 

Meanwhile, he said, his 
firm is appealing the fire 
cheif’s order to upgrade the

building, mainly because* the v 
order wasn’t specific. 

"The order didn’t say what 
exactly we are supposed to 
do," Randall said. 


The family of Saanich 
Mayor Ed Lum, owners of the 
Surrey Apartments, also indi¬ 
cated they haven’t made up 
their minds what to do in the 
face of the fire chief’s order 
to upgrade the 47-unit build¬ 
ing. 

Victoria police board 
member John Nicol and his 
wife Heather, principals of Ni- 
komak Enterprises, owners of 
the Brunswick Hotel, weren’t 
available for comment. They 
are vacationing in the Okana¬ 
gan. 

Victoria Aid. Murray Gla¬ 
zier, chairman of city coun- 
c i 1 ’ s housing committee, 
meanwhile expressed fears 
that many people may lose 
their homes if the city bears 
down too hard on some build¬ 
ing owners. 

"The fire chief is obliged to 
inspect about 2,000 units, in¬ 
volving in tile order of 5,000 
people," Glazier said. 

"Obviously, some of these 
units will be beyond recovery, 
but there is no way to say 
how many," he said. 

"Council established a poli¬ 
cy of encouraging residential 
accommodation in the down¬ 
town area. Building owners 
will either follow orders and 
upgrade the premises or 
they'll start giving notice to 
their tenants," he said. 

"And where are people 


going to move? There just 
isn’t enough accommodation 
at reasonable prices," Glazier 
added. 

John Ford, an elderly man 
who has lived in the Surrey 
Apartments for the past six 
years, echoed Glazier’s com¬ 
ments. 

"Where do I find a room for 
$48.50?’’ he asked in an inter¬ 
view. 

He said the building has 
outside fire escapes which he 
can reach by climbing 
through the window in his 
room. 

There are, however, no 
smoke-sensor or heat-detector 
devices in the hallways. 

The apartment building ac¬ 
tually consists of two build¬ 
ings which can be separated 
by a metal-clad, double fire 
door that can be lowered in 
case of fire. 

There is no separation of 
floors by fire-resistant doors. 

But Ford said the caretaker 
"really clamps down" on any¬ 
one who is smoking in bed. 

‘"Hie moment it’s found out 
that someone has been smok¬ 
ing in bed, he’s out," Ford 
said. 

"I’ve lived in some other 
places, let me tell you; they 
were terrible. This is a clean 
place," he said.

Stretcher to roof tops 
sign of spunky student

Her work may reflect 
signs of the times, but 16- 
year-old Nadine Nissen, 
1640 Edgeware Road, isn’t 
your average sign paint¬ 
er. 

She’s a spunky Lans- 
downe junior high gradu¬ 
ate earning her way 
through college. 

Watching bikini-clad 
Nadine wielding her brush 
atop city rooftops, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to realize that only 
year ago she spent 
three months lying flat in 
Gorge Road Hospital 
bed frustrated over her 
disability and "arguing 
with my nurses. 

The next three months 
weren’t much better, only 
being allowed up for grad¬ 
ual periods of 10, 20 and 
40 minutes a day as she 
regained strength after an 
operation to correct cur¬ 
vature of the spine. 

Before she left her 
hometown of Saskatoon, 
Nadine played basketball, 
taught figure skating on 
roller skates and studied 
jazz and modern dancing. 
Her disability ended any 
serious aspirations along 
those lines. 

"I’ll never be able to 
enter competitions like I 
had wanted to." 

But she swims and 
enjoys social dancing. 

The competitive spirit 
now is channeled toward 
her studies. She’s just 
been accepted by Camo- 
sun College where she ex¬ 
pects to spend the next 
three years finishing high 
school and the first two 
years of university before 
completing a degree 
course in commerce or 
commercial arts at Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. 

Her ambition: To be¬ 
come an accountant and 
work at the profession for 
as many yeai*s as it took 
to learn it. "Then 1 want 
to marry and have kids." 

Painting signs is the 
financial key to a start on 
all of this. It has already 
paid for the first semester 
at Camnsun. 

Art classes at Lans- 
dowme helped develop t a 
natural talent. As a Grade 
5 student in Saskatoon she 
won four first prizes for 
cash in a single competi¬ 
tion. . 

"I’ve been painting on 
my own ever since. Then 
I found I could make 
money doing it and that’s 
how I got started painting 
signs." 

Nadine has just finished 
a series of signs for the 
Shawnigan Lake Country 
Club, "everything from 
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Nadine Nissen touches up sign 


welcome signs, rules, and 
directions." 

She could perhaps boast 
the darkest tan in town - 
a result of many hours 
high on ladders from 
early morning through the 
scorching heat of the 
noon-day sun. 

"I paint in my bikini 
because I want to make 
.up for all the nice days I 
was in hospital. Besides, I 
don’t get paint on my 
clothes/’ 

The months in hospital, 
eased somewhat when 
staff rigged a special 
stretcher that freed her 
hands to weave, gave her 


time to think about life. 

"I knew I would be out 
of there sometime and 
that I was luckier than 
some others because I 
would be all in one 
piece." 

No sooner was she out, 
than she ventured «oh a 
month-long hitchhiking 
trip across Canada. 

Because of the trip and 
the operation she missed 
62% days of school. But 
she considers those days 
an important part of her 
education. 

"Travelling, I met so 
many people. I saw what 
a mess some of them 


were making with their 
lives and I decided then I 
would do something with 
mine." 

She has no illusions of 
easy success. 

"You have to try to 
beat yourself. You’ll 
never win. You’re always 
fighting yourself — unless 
you give up." 

She hasn’t and she 
won’t. 

Why the choice of a ca¬ 
reer in accounting? 

"Because I like it and 
I’m good with figures." 

If only for chauvinistic 
reasons, we’d have to 
agree. 


Fatal crash 


Officer 

goes 

free 


A malfunctioning police-car 
siren proved the key factor 
Friday when a Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court judge cleared a 
Saanich police constable of a 
Motor Vehicles Act charge 
laid after a fatal 1974 traffic 
accident. 

The charge against Consta¬ 
ble Allan Kangas, 30, of driv¬ 
ing an emergency vehicle 
without due regard for safety 
was dismissed by visiting 
Judge Lance Heard of Duncan 
when the judge approved a 
no-evidence motion by de¬ 
fence lawyer Cecil Branson. 

On Sept. 2, 1974, Kangas 
w'as driving a police car and 
responding to an urgent call 
by Colwood RCMP when the 
car and one driven by Bar¬ 
bara Anne Payne, 35, of 831 
Ellery, collided at Trans- 
Canada and Tillicum. Mrs. 
Payne died as a result of the 
crash. 

Testimohy at an inquest and 
during the trial showed 
Kangas was using a flashing 
light when his car went 
through a red light but the 
siren was malfunctioning. 

Branson said B.C. Supreme 
Court Justice Sam Toy ruled 
Jan. 27, 1975, in a civil case 
against a Vancouver police¬ 
man, that a police car could 
not be legally considered an 
emergency vehicle if its siren 
was not working and immedi¬ 
ate pursuit was not involved. 

Heard said there was 
"some evidence" that Kangas 
might have been operating an 
emergency vehicle, citing the 
RCMP call and the flashing 
lights. But he upheld Bran¬ 
son’s motion on the sole 
ground of the recent higher- 
court ruling. 

It was believed to be die 
first time the civil-case ruling 
had been applied to a crimin¬ 
al-court prosecution. Prose¬ 
cutor Dean Wilson said no ap¬ 
peal was planned. 

Heard’s ruling is expected 
to affect emergency-vehicle 
policies of B.C. municipalities 
but Saanich police and other 
sources said it was likely 
there would be no immediate 
changes and the matter might 
go to the police commission 
for a final decision. 

One source said the Kangas 
case could apply to a police 
car which is involved in an 
accident while answering a 
bank alarm. The officers 
would not want to sound a 
siren for fear of alerting the 
robbers but Heard’s ruling re¬ 
moves their legal protection if 
they did not. 

Had Heard not approved 
Branson’s motion, the defence 
lawyer planned a legal ar¬ 
gument with far-reaching con¬ 
sequences—that a policeman 
enforcing a federal law can¬ 
not be charged under a pro¬ 
vincial one.

at home so they get used to 
the adventure. 

En route to your destina¬ 
tion, you're sure to hear 
“How much father?’’ and 
“Are we there yet?’* more 
than once. You can minimize 
much of the children’s bore¬ 
dom by taking along easy-to- 
carry games such as magnet¬ 
ic chess or checkers, car 
bingo, and “magic” slates. 

Books with lots of pictures, 
or those with large-size type 
might be permissible, but 
keep in kind that too much 
reading in a moving vehicle 
isn’t a good idea.

(It’s a good 
plan to keep these items sepa¬ 
rate, and handy, from the 
major food supplies packed 
for camping.) 

Once you reach your desti¬ 
nation, include your children 
as much as possible in the dif¬ 
ferent decisions and activities 
associated with making camp. 


Get them involved in gather¬ 
ing firewood, in unpacking the 
gear, in cooking, setting up 
camp, and otherwise taking 
responsibility. This helps 
them feel like part of the 
team, and gives them pride in 
their worth and work as fami¬ 
ly members. 

But use care in the kinds of 
tasks you give them. Don’t 


overjudge their strength or 
ability. Don’t let them hand^ 
any potentially hazardous 
items unless you know they 
have the judgment and the 
know-how. 

This is especially true for 
some cooking equipment such 
as stoves, fuel, and matches 
or lighting fuild. 

And, of course, don’t let 


them handle firearms, knives 
or the firewood axe unless 
you have instructed them 
carefully in the safe handling 
of such tools. 

If you want to spice their 
enjoyment of the camping 
trip, you might let your 
youngsters camp in their own 
tent. A little pup tent can be 
an inexpensive way for chil¬

The important thing to re¬ 
member is that youngsters 
want to have fun and want to 
enjoy their family, so use 
your camping trip as a way of 
cementing the family bonds 
and helping your children 
grow' in responsibility, self- 
confidence, and positive fun.

Art brightens blighted areas

In Hauser, Ore., anonymous 
artists constructed a massive 
prehistoric wooden bird on the 
site of an abandoned lumber 
mill. 

Hog Heaven, considered by 
many to l>e the longest mural 
in the world, covers the entire 
length of a sausage factory in 
Los Angeles. The mural de¬ 
picts hogs grazing in green 
pastures below a cloudy blue 
sky. 

Several Chicago artists 
painted The Wall of Res pert 
and Truth on Dhe side of a 
building, portraying a con¬ 
frontation between whites and 
blacks with the words 
“peace” and “salvation” sur¬ 
rounding the mural. 

Arise from Oppression, a 
brighUy colored mural paint¬ 
ed on the side of the Henry 
Street SetUement House in 
New York City was painted 
by 30 Puerto Rican teen-agers 
under the direction of artist 
members of the Cityarts 
Workshop. 

Each of these examples re¬ 
flects the community In which 
it was created. They are 
called “street art," a term 
used by author-educator Rob¬ 
ert Sommer to identify the ar¬ 
tistic effort* which are an out¬ 
growth of the community 
rather than an import from 
outside sources. 

Sommer, a psychology and 
environmental studies profes- 


sar at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Davis, has spent five 
years researching and iden¬ 
tifying the growing movement 
which seems to be sweeping 
the country. 

His book. “Street Art.” is 
the result of countless excur¬ 
sions into tiny, obscure com¬ 
ers of many U.S. cities to seek 
• out exELmiples of street art. 
What is street art? 

Sommer views the phenom¬ 
enon as an endless variety of 
activity — from murals to 
painted rocks to sculpture to 
decorated outhouses - which 
is attempted by community 
members rather than profes¬ 
sionals. 

"What differentiates it from 
previous wall painting,” Som¬ 
mer explains, “is that the 
murals are not advertising a 
product and they are fre¬ 
quently painted by nonprofes¬ 
sionals.” 

The last mural movement 
in this country. Sommer says, 
was during the 1930s when un¬ 
employed artists painted pub¬ 
lic buildings. 

Unlike past movements, the 
impetus for the new murals 
has com^irom local rather 
than federal levels. 

“In the slums, ghettos and 
barrios,” he says, “murals 
are bringing art to people who 
are otherwise denied access 
to It.” 

During his travels. Sommer 
traded lectures at universities 
for guided tours of the com-

Q. What's the smartest 
steak for would-be skinndes? 

A. Seafood steaks! 

And there’s no better time 
to enjoy the savory succu¬ 
lence of seafood steaks than 
right now, during the bar¬ 
becue season. Like prime por¬ 
terhouse or tender T-borie, 
seafood steaks are at their 
best when spiced with cookout 
flavor. 

Unlike T-bone or por¬ 
terhouse, however, seafood 
steaks are low in calories: a 
pound of halibut totals only 
545 compared with 1,500 to 
1,800 calories for a pound of 
boneless beefsteak. Codsteak 
is lower still: only 354 calo¬ 
ries. Swordfish steak has 535 
calories. Even salmon steak 
at 984 calories is a bargain 
compared with beef. 

Since seafood is always 
tender, it needs no marinating 
to prevent the toughness that 
sometimes happens with beef. 
But marinating seafood sever¬ 
al hours before grilling does 
add a special dash of flavor. 
Try this:

PHILADELPHIA HAP) *- Some 1,800 Philadelphia-area 
Girl Scouts are switching to the Campfire Girls organization 
this month because of a sex education conflict between the 
sooutt end the Roman Catholic Church.

However, the Cstmpfirt Girls’ aex‘education program “is 
in keeping with church teaching at this point,” said Dorothy 
l^yons, executive director of the Philadelphia Campfire Girls 
organization. 

She said the Scout organization had no policy allowing the 


church to have some say in Scout activities that Philadelphia 
archdiocese officials felt had religious overtones, such as sex 
education. * 

/' She said that by fall, a total of 4,000 of the 6.000 Girl 
Scouts in tli* archdiocese would become Campfire Girls. 

In proving the switch last February, Rev. Francis 
Schmidt, director of yout|> activities for the archdiocese, said 
the church was "not at odds with the humanistic goals of Hie 
national Girl Scouts organization. But we believe the Girl 
Scouts have moved more directly Into an area which has a 
deep religious dimension.’*

ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP)- 
The president of a conflict-rid¬ 
den Lutheran denomination 
Friday discounted claims by a 
moderate wing that new disci¬ 
plinary measures would drive 
a fourth of the members from 
the church.

“I will do everything I pos¬ 
sibly can to bring them into 
harmony with the position of 
the synod,” he said, adding 
that .there is considerable 
chance for conciliation in the 
process.

The Observer says, is 
a small increase in the 
number of candidates for the 
ministry, but the supply is 
still “woefully inadequate,” it 
says. 

“This is a crisis right 
across the church,” The Ob¬ 
server says. “The continual 
decline In numbers at worship 
and the sacraments and in 
numbers accepting a call to 
full-tinw, lifetime service, in¬ 
dicates a failure to respond • 
creatively to God’s will. The 
United Church cannot expect 
to be taken seriously in its 
criticism of other institutions 
in society and arouse the 
world if it does not take 
seriously the situation in its 
own house.” 


Biblical interpretations 
bring Lutheran division 


ANAHEIM, Calif. (UPl)- 
The Lutheran Church Mis¬ 
souri Synod, seventh largest 
protestant body in the United 
States, Friday Wound up an 
eight-day convention which 
lias brought it to the blink of 
a breakup over interpreta¬ 
tions of die Dible. 

Some church sources , es¬ 
timate as many as a quarter 
of the ITS 2.8 million 
members could leave the 
synod in the conflict, which 
has already shattered the syn¬ 
od’s main seminary. 

But leaders of both factions 
warned Thursday that despite 
an increasingly hard line 
from the majority', the minori¬ 
ty has not yet left the synod 
and probably won’t unless 
they are pushed out. One 
problem is that many rank- 
and-file chiich members still 
do not understand what the 
quarrel is about, despite 
years of argument, they said. 

“Most of our folks in the 
synod do not understand the 
issues,” said Rev. Robert 
Sauer, assistant to Synod 
President Jacob A.O. Preus. 
leader of the conservative 
majority. 

At issue is whether the 
Bible is literally true in all de¬ 
tails, including material chal- 
enged by scientific discover¬ 
ies, such as the story of Adam 
and Eve and the creation of 
the universe in seven days. 

The conservative majority 
maintains that as the word 
God the Bible is free of error 
of any ktpd, even in matters 
unrelated to theology, and 
cannot be reinterpreted in the 
light of scientific or historical 
discoveries to the contrary. 
The minority, called “moder¬ 
ates," argue that the Bible’s 
religious validity is un- 


diminshed by discrepancies 
that can he attributed to the 
human instruments who wrote 
the first versions, and thrt 
historical accuracy helps 
scholars to better understand 
the religious meaning of the 
Bible. 

Most of the students 
faculty at Concordia 
nary in St. Louis, siding 
the moderates, walked out 
last year rather than accept 
the dictates of the conserva¬ 
tive church leadership. They 


established a “ seminary in 
exile.“ or “seminex," which 
has become a focal point in 
the dispute. 

Delegates voted Wednesday. 
628 to 466, to demand the res¬ 
ignation of .any district presi¬ 
dent—the synod’s equivalent 
to a bishop—who permits the 
ordination of seminex gradu¬ 
ates. 

Eight moderates among the 
40 district presidents have 
done so in the past and said 
they would continue doing so, 


and were joined by a ninth. 
The motion set the stage for 
their expulsion from the 
synod. If forced out. they 
were expected to take some of 
their congregations with 
them. 

The dissident churchmen 
represent Missouri Synod Lu¬ 
therans in northern Califor¬ 
nia. Nevada, Nebraska, New 
England, Southern Dlinois, 
the Northwest, Colorado, the 
Atlantic District and the na¬ 
tionwide English District. 


4 Shunned ’ Mennonite allowed 
to sue bishops , court says 


PHILADELPHIA <AP) — The Pennsyl 
vanla Supreme Court has ruled that a Men- 
nonlte farmer who says his church has alien¬ 
ated his family and wrecked his business 
through a practice called “shunning” can sue 
for damages. 

On a fi-to-l vote the court reversed a lower 
court’s ruling that Robert Bear of Carlisle 
could not proceed legally against two bishops 
of the Reformed Mennonite Church. 

Beur brought the uctlon in November. 
1973, against Glenn Gross and J. Henry Fish 
er, charging they issued a "shunning’’ or ex¬ 


communication edict against him “for his 
criticism of the teachings and practices of 
both die church and its bishops.” 

In his suit. Bear said the bishops directed 
that all members of the church should shun 
the farmer in all business and social matter*. 

The lower court said the bishops were pro¬ 
tected by the first amendment of the U.8. 
constitution. But Justice Henry O’Brien, writ¬ 
ing for the majority of the Supreme Court, 
said the “shunning” may interfere with 
areas of “paramount state concern” such as 
marriage, family and business.

The legislation, passed by 
Parliament Friday after 
being scrapped earlier in the 
week, permits minting of two 
different $100 commemorative 
gold coins and moves to pro¬ 
tect the Olympic symbols 
under trademark and copy¬ 
right provisions. 

Postmaster-General Bryce 
Mackasey said the sale of the 
coins alone could provide ap¬ 
proximately $15 million to $20 
million for the Olympic Or¬ 
ganizing Committee in Mon¬ 
treal (OOJO). 

The trademark section was 
expected to provide another 
$30 million to $40 million in 
royalties to OOJO whose la¬ 
test budget estimates show a 
projected Games deficit rang¬ 
ing between $261 million, and 
$321 million. 

“The trademark or copy¬ 
right section of the bill is 
needed as much as the 
coins,” Mackasey said. 

"We need this section to 
protect with the minimum of 
fuss the various Olympic sym¬ 
bols that'will provide about 
$30 million or $40 million in 
royalties to OOJO. 

“What it will do is give us 
more opportunity to prevent 
goods now flowing into Cana¬ 
da from bearing the Olympic 
syrmbbl.’’

president Herman Van Kar- 
nebeek heads back to Europe 
from Montreal this weekend, 
confident facilities for the 
Olympiad will be ready in 
time far the July 17, 1976 stari 
of the Games.

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Venice of North sparkles for 700th birthday

AMSTERDAM - Criss¬ 
crossed by dozens of canals 
and waterways, Amsterdam, 
aptly referred to as the Ven¬ 
ice of the North, sparkles 


anew as 17th-century build¬ 
ings are restored and renovat¬ 
ed for the city’s year-long cel¬ 
ebration of its 700th birthday. 

l^ong known as the city of 
gables and glass, its buildings 
along the canals now glisten 


with coats of fresh paint and 
with windows polished to a 
mirror-like sheen. 

Visitors- can enjoy a wide 
variety of daily events 
throughout the year as Am¬ 



sterdam carries out the offi¬ 
cial theme, * 700 Years of Liv¬ 
ing, Working and Playing.” 

These activities will include 
historic and art exhibitions, 
concerts, plays, opera and 
ballet, sailing meets, floral 
shows, and many major ar¬ 
chitectural restoration pro¬ 
jects. 

Providing added impetus to 
Amsterdam’s birthday cele¬ 
brations are the national ob¬ 
servances in neighboring 
countries of Euroj>ean Archi¬ 
tectural Year. In Amster¬ 
dam. there are 6.743 officially 
designated historic monu¬ 
ments. 17 per cent of the ap¬ 
proximately 40.000 monu¬ 
ments in the Netherlands. 

Amsterdam can best he 
seen from the glass-enclosed 
water taxis which make lei¬ 
surely daily round trips along 
the canals and into the har¬ 
bor. 

As the water taxi glides 
along. It passes many house¬ 
boats where families live in 
almost as much comfort as 
their land-based neighbors. 

It appears as though the 
houses and buildings beside 
the cannls are about to pitch 


forward into the water. This 
is no optical illusion; they do 
lean forward. They were de¬ 
liberately built this way to 
protect the facades from rain 
and to make it easier to hoist 
furniture and merchandise to 
upper levels without having 
them bump against the build¬ 
ing. 

Hoists were essential be¬ 
cause of the narrow stair¬ 
cases, similar to those on 
ships with which the seagoing 
Dutch were familiar. 

Tours through old and new 
Amsterdam in sightseeing 
buses cover such places as 
Rembrandt House, Stock Ex¬ 
change, Queen’s Palace, the 
former Jewish quarter, and 
visits to the Rijksmuseum and 
to a diamond-cutting Com¬ 
pany. 

At van Moppes and Zoon, a 
privatelly owned company 
dating back to the early 1800s, 
the visitor can see workers 
take a rough diamond and 
make it into a polished gem. 
The company offers to clean 
the diamond rings of its visi¬ 
tors free of charge. 

A helpful guide to seeing 
Amsterdam is its Magic Box, 
which contains 12 cards giv¬ 
ing points of interest accord¬ 


ing to districts. The number¬ 
ing of the districts is repeated 
on a map so one may easily 
find one’s way either by walk¬ 
ing or by bus or tram. The 
Magic Box costs 3.50 guilders 
or about $1.50. Additional 
cards may be purchased at 10 
cents each. There is a hidden 
surprise in each box. 

For shoppers, Amsterdam 
has four main streets where 
shops and stores, carrying 
every conceivable kind of 
merchandise from Dutch 
chocolates to diamonds, are 
concentrated. The streets are 
Kalverstraat, for pedestrians 
only. Heiligeweg, Kon- 
ingsplain, and Leidsestraat. 

Window shopping is a fa¬ 
vorite pastime of tourists ev¬ 
erywhere, and from the looks 
of the high prices being asked 
here, that may be the only 
type of shopping visitors can 
afford. 

Merchants and tourist of¬ 
ficials alike are deeply con¬ 
cerned over the high cost of 
meals and hotel accommo¬ 
dations too. They are not 
overly optimistic for the sum¬ 
mer season’s overall business. 

The dollar’s purchasing 
power in relationship to the 


guilder has dropped. At this 
writing, it was 2.49 to the U.S. 
dollar if bought In a bank. 
Guilders cost more if bought 
at hotels, as they charge a fee 
for this service. 

One way to save money for 
visitors leaving the country 
by air is to buy at the tax-free 
shops at Schiphol, Amster¬ 
dam’ airport. These shops are 
well supplied with a variety of 
goods including Delft ware, 
cheeses, watch**., diamonds, 
cameras, and bulbs 
may be ordered for futur^ro^ 
livery. 

Hotel accommodations in 
Amsterdam are plentiful since 
the opening of two new hotels 
here — the 400-room Amster¬ 
dam Marriott and the 
380-room Sonesta. 

The architects of the Mar¬ 
riott have been able to convey 
the atmosphere of the Dutch 
with an intimate charm in its 
public rooms and restaurants. 
The hotel is centrally located, 
within walking distance of 
famous museums, theatres, 
and the Leidsestraat. 

The Amsterdam Sonesta, a 
four-star hotel with five-star 
adjoining Sonesta Tower, is a 


pleasant blend of 17th century 
and contemporary architec¬ 
ture. It is close to the Ameri¬ 
can Express office, the Royal 
Palace, and several muse¬ 
ums. 

Rates at Amsterdam’s de¬ 
luxe hotels for a double room 
with two people can be as 
high as $65 or $75 a day, Eu¬ 
ropean plan. 

There are many smaller 
hotels and pensions offering 
adequate comfort and service 
which the budget-minded 
tourist may find at less cosl, 
though. The Netherlands 
tourist office in Amsterdam 
has a list of these low-cost 
places and gladly will give 
visitors names and locations.

Single women prefer 
owning their own home 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
stereotype of the single 
woman is that her supreme 
goal in life is to catch a man. 
But deep down, there’s an¬ 
other yearning — for a home 
of her own. 

If she marries, having a 
house usually comes natural- 
r ly. But if she remains single, 
the nesting instinct still is 
strong. She wants her own do¬ 
micile. 

As one home owner, single, 
put it. “Owning ... has given 
me a feeling of inner securi¬ 
ty. I’d heard about pride of 
ownership — now I know 
what that means.” 

A private mortgaging insur¬ 
ance company got this re¬ 
sponse, and others of similar 
nature, in a random survey of 
more than 1,000 single w-omen 
from young to middle years 
and beyond. 

The national sampling 
showed that three out of five 
preferred the single family 
residence over the well- 
publicized. often swinging 
high rise apartment buildings. 

As one woman said. “One 
gels to know one’s neighbors 
better in a house. They aren’t 
quite as transient.” 

Making the study was the 
Investors Mortgage Insurance 
Co., of Boston, which works 
with lenders — savings and 
loan associations, mutual sav¬ 
ings and commercial banks 
by insuring the top 20 to 25 
per cent of conventional mort¬ 
gage loans. 

Said Jackson W. Goss. Ihe 
company president, “The 
average unmarried woman 
may setlle Tor less, hut in her 
heart she really wants to live 
in a single-family home, one 
she can call her own.”

It 
provides space, privacy, 
investment, a fireplace (al¬ 
though not always), a base¬ 
ment and- or attic for storage, 
a back-to-the-basics way of 
life in a neighborhood exis- 
tence, and jtften a place for 


flower and vegetable gardens. 
And, not the least by any 
means, the home is the re¬ 
treat from the city and office. 

Some comments women 
made during the study: 

• “I no longer fear the fu¬ 
ture. One time, I dreaded re¬ 
tirement because I felt I would 
not be able to afford it. With 
my own home almost paid 
for. I now can rest easier for 
those ’golden days’ ahead.” 

• "It’s a status symbol. 
People seem impressed that I, 
as a single, own my own 
home.”

• “Now I can have pets."

A charge by Liberal leader 
David Anderson that hiring 
cutbacks in the B.C. Forest 
Service liave meant poorer 
provincial fire detection has 
puzzled at least one senior 
forest official. 

In a press release sent to 
the Colonist, Anderson 
claimed that over the past 
three years primary lookout 
towers in the province had 
been reduced from 160 to 105 
because of a major ixdicy 
change 

Anderson went on to claim 
that only 75 of these lookouts 
were functioning and in¬ 
creased fire suppression costs 
had been the result of this 
“petty economy, the result of 
the government’s freeze on 


hiring of essential person¬ 
nel . . .” 

He concluded: “New fires 
arc taking hold before ihey 
are reported. It is just an¬ 
other example of false econ¬ 
omy by a government which 
is building up a bureaucratic 
machine in Vicloria at the ex¬ 
pense of actual field ser¬ 
vices.” 

However, Peter Hemphill, 
forest service director of ser¬ 
vices, said the number of 
lookouts which are manned 
varied from day to day de¬ 
pending on the degree of haz¬ 
ard. 


‘Tm not sure whether he’s 
right (about the figure of 75 
lookouts functioning) or not 
on any one day.” 

Hemphill said the service 
had been cutting back on the 
number of man-hours spent in 
lookouts during the past few 
years because of ever-increas¬ 
ing salary costs. 

Instead, the service had 
found it more efficient and 
cost-effective to use a combi¬ 
nation of strategically located 
manned lookouts and char¬ 
tered reconnaisance aircraft. 

“We are hitting fires earli¬ 
er,” said Hemphill, who em¬ 


phasized that hre detection 
was getting better rather than 
wbrse as Anderson main¬ 
tained. 

He noted that the forest ser¬ 
vice was looking at a means 
of detecting “hot spots” (be¬ 
fore actual smoke can be 
seen) by using an infra-red 
device on aircraft. 

There were 766 new fires in 
the province during the past 
week, Hemphill said, a huge 
tally that can be almost en¬ 
tirely attributed to lightning 
storms. 

Fighting these fires cost 
5870,000. 


So far this fire season (from 
May 1) there have been 1.388 
fires — compared with 778 for 
tiie same period last year. 

Firefighting costs for the 
season have reached nearly 
51.9 million, compared with 
51.4 million for last year's 
equivalent period. 

Hemphill said that 638 fires 
were still technically consid¬ 
ered lo be burning with peo¬ 
ple still working on them. 

There were no really big 
fires, he said. 

This year some 2,000 people 
were employed in B.C.’s fire 
detection and suppression di¬ 
visions. 

Hemphill said the figure 
was “if anything” higher than 
last year.

A shutdown of major food retailers and bakeries 
on the Lower Mainland and Vancouver Island was 
averted late Friday afternoon when labor and manage¬ 
ment agreed to the appointment of aq industrial 
inquiry commissiofter. 

The 11th hour decision came 
just before members of the 
Bakery Workers Union were 
set to walk out* at Weston’s 
Bakery in Vancouver, a move 
that would have resulted in a 
lockout of bakers in super¬ 
markets and other bakeries 
belonging to Ihe B.C. Food 
Labor Relations Council. 

Although lockout notice had 
not been served, the council 
earlier said it would lock-out 
bakers emf^byed by all 
members of the council if the 
union struck one of its* 
members. 

In that event, bakery 
workers’ picket lines would 
have been respected by the 
Retail Clerks Union and the 
Canadian Food and Allied 
Workers Union (meatcutters). 

But the crisis was post¬ 
poned for at least 14 days— 
the maximum time under the 
labor code that commissioner 
- Clive McKee can deliberate 
unless both sides agree to an 
extension — after a 30-minute 
meeting in Labor Minister 
William King's office two 
hours before the 6 p.m. strike 
deadline. 

The meatcutters union had 
also taken a strike vote but 
had not served strike notice.

Jumbo changes costly 


WASHINGTON .(AP)—The 
Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion ordered design changes 
Friday in all jumbo jets in 
service with United States air¬ 
lines to improve their ability 
to withstand sudden depres¬ 
surization while in flight. 

The order does not apply to 
jumbo jets flown by foreign 
ail-lines, but Air Canada and 


CP Air said they will follow 
the suggested design changes. 
Air Canada has 16 wide¬ 
bodied jeffe which will be mo¬ 
dified. CP Air has seven such 
jets. 

At the same time, the 
agency ordered' all foreign 
airlines to impose by Oct. 9 
security programs for screen¬ 
ing passengere and carry-on 
baggage on all flights going 


to, from or within the United 
. States. 

The FAA estimated that 
there are 275 jumbo .jets in 
service writh U.S. airlines. 
Acting Administrator James 
Dow said modifications could 
cost $43 million. 

Based on U.S. estimates of

Only the traditional hospi¬ 
tality of the West Coast In¬ 
dian people kept those Uclue- 
let members who needed wel¬ 
fare assistance from suffering 
real hardship last month, a 
band member said. The 
Ucluelet band'was forced to. 
appeal to the Ahousats, who 
had not rejected government 
funds, for help which was 
quickly given. 

Subsequently, the’ funds 
were returned to the Ahousats 
by the Indian affairs depart¬ 
ment. But so far this month, 
no funds have been recieved 
bv the Ucluelet band from the 
department, and the band is 
still waiting for a reply to its 
petition to the regional office. 

However, there will be one 
immediate result from the 
change in leadership. The In¬ 
dian health clinic in Ucluelet 
has not been open for nearly 
six weeks. A band member 
said he was told by the dis¬ 
trict health nurse that it could 
/ not be re-opened except at the 
request of the chief, but that 
if such a request was made, 
the clinic could be re-opened 
almost immediately. One of 
die first acts of the new, chief 
was to phone the provincial 
department of health and ask 
for the clinic to be re-opened, 
as soon as possible. 

Band members claim that 
the council had no right to 
close the clinic originally, 
since It is operated by the 
provincial government’s 
health department, and not by- 
Indian ' affairs department. 
However, when the public 
health nurse was stopped 
from entering the clinic in 
May. the nearest emergency 
service became the Tofino 
Hospital, 26 miles from Uclue¬ 
let. 


where most Indian reserves 
are located. 

The band spokesmen said, 
“Living off the land*is fine in 
theory, but almost an impossi¬ 
bility for most Indian people, 
or anyone else.' 

“The days are gone when 
you could catch all the fish 
you could eat, or pick off a 
deer anytime, anywhere. 
Why, you can’t even eat the 
clams these days. They are 
always putting up signs warn¬ 
ing they are poisonous. And 
there, is not much work .now in 
our area. We used to work 
seining. Now one big boat 
needs only two or- three men 
to operate it. There are no 
canneries, no fish reduction 
plants like there used to be all 
over the West Coast Now 
there are very few jobs, espe¬ 
cially for older men.” 

One of Ihe major problems 
for Indian men and women 
over 45 is often their lack of 
education. It is less than 20 
years since schooling began to 
be integrated, and many of 
the middle-aged and older In¬ 
dians had no chance to attend 
school past the age of 15 or 
16. 

Now many of the West 
Coast bands, including the 
Ucluelets, fear that a similar 
fate, or a worse one, awaits 
their children. Many 
youngsters have to travel 
from the reserve to the" 
schools in nearby centres by 
bus or by boat. The buses and 
boats are usually manned by 
Indian operators, and in some 
cases, owned by the operator 
as his sole means of liveli¬ 
hood. If the decision to reject 
government assistance is 
maintained, there will be no 
money to pay for transpor¬ 
tation to schools in Sep¬ 
tember. There are some 
claims that payment has not 
been made tor services ren¬ 
dered prior to' the end of 
school last month. 


UCLUELET — The elected 
chief and councillors ’ of the 
Ucluelet Indian band were 
forced to step down and were 
replaced by hereditary chief 
Lawrence Jack at a meeting 
Wednesday night. 

The resignations of the 
elected council followed dis¬ 
agreement over a petition 
sent by band members to the 
Regional Office of Indian Af¬ 
fairs in mid-June, asking that 
government funds for the 
band be continued —- contrary 
to the decision of the Union of 
B.C. Chiefs to reject all gov¬ 
ernment assistance. 

Tendering their resignations 
, were elected chief councillor 
Jack Touchie, and fellow 
councillors Marjorie Touchie, 
Mrs. Molly Haippe, and Mrs. 
Violet Mundv. i 

Leadership was turned over 
to the hereditary chief by a 
resolution upheld by the ma¬ 
jority of the adult band 
members in attendance. The 
band has 316 members, in¬ 
cluding children. 

A spokesman for Chief 
Lawrence Jack said dele¬ 
gates, including the heredi¬ 
tary chief, had attended the 
meeting of the Union of B.C. 
Chiefs at which the decision 
to refuse government money 
\0as made, but had returhed 
to say the refusal was “an ac¬ 
complished fact.” 

"At no time did we have the 
chance to discuss this at band 
level before the decision was 
made”-Chief Jack said. 

When they realized the 
widespread results of the 
edict, band members decided 
to send a petition to Van¬ 
couver Regional Indian Af¬ 
fairs head Larry White, ask¬ 
ing that grants to the Ucluelet 
Band be continued. It was 
over this issue that the elect¬ 
ed council, due to be phased 
out in eny event under a deci¬ 
sion by the Union of B.C. 
Chiefs, resigned. 

In addition to passing a res¬ 
olution dissolving the current 
elected chief and council, 
band members will nominate 
and elect a new council to 
serve with the hereditary 
chief. 

The Ucluelets further 
strengthened their opposition 
to the approach taken by 
some Indian leaders by stat¬ 
ing, “The Ucluelet mem¬ 
bership has come to an agree¬ 
ment that the band is not in 
agreement with most demon¬ 
strations and all militant ac¬ 
tions taken by other bands 
■and other peoples. If and 
when one or more individual 
members of our band partici¬ 
pate in demonstrations or any 
mUitart actions, it is solely 
that individual’s responsi¬ 
bility.” 

One of the elders of the 


While realizing that the 
Union of B.C. Chiefs has 
brought the land claims issue 
and other native needs to the 
attention of the public, they 
have not offered a workable 
alternative to the acceptance 
of government assistance, one 
elderly band member said. 

“The only tax I do not pay 
i* land tax. Aecordiqg^to the 
union executive, we are “beg¬ 
ging when we accept help 
from the government. If I 
need assistance, I do not feel 
I am begging. I am only re¬ 
ceiving back something for 
the taxes I have paid for 
many years,” he said, adding 
that there are many non-In¬ 
dians who pay little or no land 
tax except $1.00 a year, espe¬ 
cially if they live in rural or 
remote areas similar to those 


One Ucluelet band member 
said, “It is strange that the 
right to a good education, for 
which so many of us fought 
for so long, appears to be en¬ 
dangered by the executive of 
the Union of B.C. Chiefs, ail 
of them comparatively young 
men who have been able to 
enjoy the benefits of educa¬ 
tion.” 

He said the prime movers 
in the union are all young 
men with the educational 
background to go out and 
make good or better than 
average salaries in todays’ 
competitive labor market. 
“Yet they ask us to try to go 
back and live as our people 
did 100 years ago. You cannot 
turn back time. I fear they 
have the education but not the 
wisdom.” 





NANAIMO — Images of 
people clothed in drab blacks, 
browns and greys, of multi¬ 


colored rain umbrell.is pro¬ 
viding a welcome contrast in 
the otherwise sombre streets 


of Moscow but, above all, 
images of a people dedicated 
to the conviction that fitness 
and supremacy in sport hold 
the key to the future security 
of their country. 

These are some of the many 
impressions brought back to 
Nanaimo by Malaspina Col¬ 
lege physical education in- 
structor Robert De 
Buysscher, after three weeks 
spent studying fitness instruc¬ 
tion and organizational meth¬ 
ods in Moscow • as a member 
of a 110-strong group selected 
from centres ^ right across 
Canada. 

The emphasis on sport and 
fitness in Russia far exceeds 
anything experienced ih this 
country, and De Buysscher 
quickly found that this was to 
be a far removed froiji a lei¬ 
surely sight-seeing holiday. 

The group’s routine during 
their stay at Moscow’s exclu¬ 
sive Physical Institute of Cul¬ 
ture included eight hours of 
lectures each day, covering 
all aspects of physical educa¬ 
tion, backed by an equally in¬ 
tensive cultural program. t 

Even the traditional Russia 
sauna proved to be an experi¬ 
ence in itself, with the better 
part of half a day spent over 
a routine of extreme heat and 


lavish hospitality, with the 
Russians quick to note their 
guests discomfort after their 
first encouter with the steam¬ 
ing birch branches wielded by 
the sauna attendants. 

This year Russia' is deeply 
involved in marking the 30th 
anniversary of the defeat of 
Nazi Germany, and places 
heavy emphasis on the con¬ 
tinuing need to prepare for 
labor and defence. 

“They are determined,” 
said Mr. De Buysscher in an 
interview, “that they will 
never be over-run again, and 
they have devised an elabo¬ 
rate fitness program that is 
supposed to embrace all ages 
from 10 to 60.” 

' It seems, however, that this 
program is not quite as effec¬ 
tive as the Russians might 
like to suggest, for De 
Buysscher, who was appoint¬ 
ed Western Canada group 
leader of a contingent of 45, 
came home with an impres¬ 
sion of a heavily built people, 
many of whom were “defini¬ 
tely overweight. 

“It’s really a paradox,” he 
said. 4, They put this tremen¬ 
dous emphasis on fitness 
among the younger people 
and on the need to be fit to 
succeed, but they don’t seem 
the least bit concerned over 


the fact that so many of them 
are carrying far too much 
weight.” 

The Canadian party enjoyed 
VIP treatment at all times, 
and found that they too were 
having to keep a close watch 
on their diets. Russian dishes 
proved to be extremely rich 
and the servings were more 
than ample so it was not long 
before many of the Canadians 
were falling back on the tradi¬ 
tional North American staple 
of steak and French fries. 

The desserts, and especially 
the ice creams, were in a 
class of their own. De 
Buysscher admits that it was 
all too easy to pinpoint the 
source of the extra calories 
that the Soviets find so tempt¬ 
ing. 

The specialized, instruction 
provided for the Canadians by 
some of Russia's best known 
experts in the physical educa¬ 
tion field, many of them 
former world-class athletes, 
proved to be of an equally 
high standard, and members 
of the group came home im¬ 
mensely impressed with the 
Russian’s thoroughness and 
with their meticulous atten¬ 
tion to detail. 

De Buysscher cites the ex¬ 
ample of the slap shot which 


is such an important weapon 
in the armoury of many of 
Canada’s leading hockey 
players. For some time the 
Russians proved urtable to. 
master the timing and stick- 
work, so- they immediately 
settled down to analyze every 
aspect of the slap shot on slow 
motion film and quickly came 
up with instructional methods 
that solved all their original 
problems. “Everything In 
sport," he says. “has. to be 
researched in great depth to 
achieve the best possible re¬ 
sults, and individual, skills 
tend to count for less than in¬ 
tensive coaching.” , 

A basketball enthusiast, De 
Buysscher noted that in Rus¬ 
sia many of the teaching 
drills did not utilize what he 
considers to be the game’s 
best concepts. Fitness and the 
psychology of the game w’ere 
placed ahead of individual 
skills. 

“We have more skilled 
players here,” he says, “but 
the Russians can still come 
up winners because they 
make fewer mistakes and 
they,believe in themselves at 
all times.” * 

Sport and science are often 
closely linked in Russia, and 
t> Buysscher tells of one 


project now under way which 
has confirmed that muscle 
strength and bulk can be in¬ 
creased by up to 40 per cent 
through tile regular use of 
electrical stimulation. 

“This raises a number of 
ethical problems,” he said, 
“but the professor involved in 
these particular experiments 
told us that this was none of 
his business. Someone else 
will be expected to make that 
decision.” 

As one of only eight people 
in the group from British Co¬ 
lumbia and one of three from 
Vancouver Island, the others 
being Parksville minor hock¬ 
ey coach Bob Bourgeault, and 
Victoria-based physical edu¬ 
cation teacher Rick Mark, De 
Buysscher is now preparing a 
paper that will enable Canadi¬ 
an teachers to compare 
fitness levels in Canada and 
Russia at a wide variety of 
age levels. 

The Russians have set a full 
range of fitness standards in 
a wide variety of activities, 
and' he is now linking these 
with the standards set for the 
Canada Fitness awards pro¬ 
gram. 

From an early age Russian 
children are made aware that 

the better they do in their ath¬ 


letic activities the better off 
th£y will be and, at the same 
time, they are also prepared 
'mentally and physically for a 
situation where another war 
could become a reality. For 
instance, in throwing .games, 
children under 10 years of age 
use a tennis ball, while the 
older chidlren have a simulat¬ 
ed hand grenade. 

Tn one school the Canadians 
were amazed to come across 
an elaborate classroom set up 
on a permanent basis for 
three demensional war 
games, with the students able 
to take over thp controls that 
directed guns, tanks and 
troops in a variety of tactical 
situations. 

It seems unlikely that there 
is anything in this particular 
aspect of the Russian school 
system that will have an ap¬ 
plication in Canada but, on 
the sports and fitness side, all 
members of the group re¬ 
turned home convinced that 
they had learned a great deal. 

”1 certainly picked up a lot 
of fresh knowledge which I 
will be able to incorporate 
into my physical education 
teaching and foundations,” De 
Buysscher said.

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Campfire Girls win out 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Some 1,800 Philadelphia-area 
Girl Scouts are switching to the Campfire Girls organization 
this month because of a sex education conflict between the 
scouts and the Roman Catholic Church. 

Church officials urged the switch because they said they 
would have no control over the introduction of sex education 
programs into the scouting organization. 

* However, the Campfire Girls’ sex education program ‘‘is 
in keeping with church teaching at this point,” said Dorothy 
Lyons, executive director of the Philadelphia Campfire Girls 
organization. 

She said the Scout organization had no policy allowing the 


church to have some say in Scout activities that Philadelphia 
archdiocese officials felt had religious overtones, such as sex 
education. 

She said that by fall, a total of 4,000 of the 6,000 Girl 
Scouts in the archdiocese would become Campfire Girls. 

In proposing the switch lust February. Rev. Francis 
Schmidt, director of youth activities for the arclydiocese, said 
the church was “not at odds with the humanistic goals of the 
national Girl Scouts organization. But we believe the Girl 
Scouts have moved more directly into an area which has a 
deep religious dimension.”

ANAHEIM, Calif. (AP)— 
The president of a conflict-rid¬ 
den Lutheran denomination 
Friday discounted claims by a 
moderate wing that new disci¬ 
plinary measures would drive 
a fourth of the members from 
the church. 

‘‘No way,” said Rev. J. A. 
Preua of St. Louis, head of the 
conservative administration 
of the Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod. ‘‘They’ve got to 
be dreaming.” 

However, he said in an in¬ 
terview that enforcement of 
the measures, adopted at the 
denomination’s convention 
here to bring regional dis¬ 
trict* into line with adminis¬ 
trative policies, could cause a 
‘‘big hullabaloo.” 

He expressed hope that he 
would not actively have to im¬ 
plement the measures, but 
that regional districts in¬ 
volved would change their 
ways voluntarily and comply 
with demands on them. 

‘‘I will do everything I pos¬ 
sibly can to bring them Into 
harmony with the position of 
the syriod,” he said, adding 
that there is considerable 
chance for conciliation in the 
process. 




Wine charge 
penalty cut 

BORDEAUX (AP) - An 
appeals court has substantial¬ 
ly reduced sentences imposed 
on a group of French wine 
dealers and experts for falsi¬ 
fying some two million bottles 
of ordinary table wine to sell, 
it as high quality Bordeaux. 
At the end of the trial last 
December, the principal de¬ 
fendant, w ine broker Pierre 
Bert, received the maximum 
sentence under France’s 72- 
year-old wine control law-: 
One year's imprisonment and 
a fine of $6,750. The appeals 
' couri without explanation sus- 
penc^-d half of his prison sen¬ 
tence and reduced his fine to 
$5,000. 


Pay toilets out 
in New York 

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — 
The New York legislature has 
given final approval to a bill 
outlawing pay toilets. ‘‘This 
Bill probably will have more 
effect on day-to-day life than 
any other 'bill we’ve passed 
this year,” said Assemblyman 
Mark Siegel. Manhattan Dem¬ 
ocrat, the bill’s sponsor. Simi¬ 
lar measures have been ap¬ 
proved or are being consid¬ 
ered in about 20 other states.

Biblical interpretations 
bring Lutheran division 


ANAHELM, Calif. (UPD— 
The Lutheran Church Mis¬ 
souri Synod, seventh largest 
protestant body in the United 
States, Friday wound up an 
eight-day convention which 
has brought it to the brink of 
a breakup over interpreta¬ 
tions of the Bible. 

Some church sources es¬ 
timate as many as a quarter 
of the ITS 2.8 million 
members could leave the 
synod in the conflict, which 
has already shattered the syn¬ 
od’s main seminary. 

But leaders Of both factions 
warned Thursday that despite 
en increasingly hard line 
from the majority, the minorH 
ty has not yet left the synod 
and probably wxm’t unless 
they are pushed out. One 
problem ia that many rank- 
and-file chuch members still 
do not understand what the 
quarrel Is about, despite 
years of argument, they said. 

“Most of our folks in the 
synod do not understand the 
issues,” said Rev. Robert 
Sauer, assistant to Synod 
President Jacob A.O. Preus, 
leader of the conservative 
majority. 

At issue is whether the 
Bible is literally true in all de¬ 
tails, including* material chal- 
enged by scientific discover¬ 
ies. such as th* story of Adam 
and Eve and the Creation of 
the universe in seven days. 

The conservative majority 
maintains that as the word 
God the Bible is free of error 
of any kind, even in matters 
unrelated to theology, and 
cannot be reinterpreted in the 
ll^ht of scientific or historical 
discoveries to the contrary. 
TTie minority, called “moder¬ 
ate*,” argue that the Bible’s 
religious validity is un- 


diminshed by discrepancies 
that can be attributed to the 
human instruments who wrote 
the first versions, and that 
historical accuracy helps 
scholars to better understand 
the religious meaning of the 
Bible. 

Most of the students and 
faculty at Concordia Semi¬ 
nary in St. Louis, siding with 
the moderates, walked out 
last year rather than accept 
the dictates of the conserva¬ 
tive church leadership. They 


established a ‘seminary in 
exile.” or “seminex,” which 
has become a focal point in 
the dispute. 

Delegates voted Wednesday. 
626 to 486, to demand toe res¬ 
ignation of any district presi¬ 
dent—the synod’s equivalent 
to a bishop—who permits tfe 
ordination of seminex gradu¬ 
ates. 

Eight moderates among the 
40 • district presidents have 
done so in the past and said 
they would continue doing so, 


and were joined by a ninth. 
The motion set the stage for 
their expulsion from the 
synod. If forced out, they 
were expected to take some of 
their congregations with 
them. 

The dissident churchmen 
represent Missouri Synod Lu¬ 
therans in northern Califor¬ 
nia, Nevada, Nebraska, New 
England, Southern Illinois, 
the Northwest, Colorado, the 
Atlantic District and the na¬ 
tionwide English District. 




6 Shunned ’ Mennonite allowed 
to sue bishops * court says 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The Pennsyl¬ 
vania Supreme Court ha* ruled that a Men¬ 
nonite farmer who nays Ids church has alien¬ 
ated his family and wrecked h)s business 
through a practice called “shunning” can sue 
for damages. 

On a ft-to-1 vote the court reversed a lower 
court's ruling that Robert Bear of Carlisle 
could not proceed legally’ against two bishops 
of the Reformed Mennonite Church. 

Bear brought the action in November. 
1073, against Glenn Gross and J. Henry’ Fish¬ 
er, charging they issued a “shunning” or ex¬ 


communication edict against him ”for his 
criticism of the teachings and practices of 
both the church and Its bishops.” 

In his suit. Bear said the bishops directed 
that all members of the church should shun 
the farmer In all business and soclul matters. 

The lower court said the bishops were pro¬ 
tected by the first amendment of the U.8. 
constitution. But Justice Henry’ O’Brien, writ¬ 
ing for the mujorlty of the Supreme Court, 
said the “shunning” may Interfere with 
areas of “paramount state concern” such as 
marriage, family and business.

-debate Is swelling among 
theologians about the so- 
called “Hartford heresies”- a 
list of viewpoints that have 
been termed false and de¬ 
structive and wide-spread 
among modem church people. 

The attitudes are “appareni 
in the u'hole spectrum of reli¬ 
gious life today,’’ says Rev. 
Richard Newhaus, a New 
York Lutheran scholar, ad¬ 
ding that they are erroneous 
and debilitating to the church. 

Rev. Harvey Cox, a Baptist 
theologian of Harvard Univer- 
aity, terms the indicted view¬ 
points- “caricatures to the 
point of absurdity.” 

Rev. Avery Dulles, a Wagh- 
ington. D.C., Catholic scholar, 
contends the listed assump¬ 
tions pervade contemporary 
culture and tend to erode be¬ 
lief. 

Key theme Qf the assailed 
viewports, drhwn up by a 
group of 18 leading Protestant 
and Catholic theologian* at a 
meeting early this year at 
Hartford, G)nn., Is the assert¬ 
ed “loss of a sense of the 


transcendent” aspect of God,

Single women prefer 
owning their own home 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
stereotype of the single 
wonfan is that, her supreme 
goal in life is to catch a- man. 
But deep down, there’s an¬ 
other yearning — for a home 
of her own. 

If she marries, having a 
house usually comes natural¬ 
ly. But if she remains single, 
the nesting instinct still is 
strong. She wants her own do¬ 
micile. 

As one home owner, single, 
put It, “Owning ... has given 
me a feeling of inner securi¬ 
ty. I’d heard about pride of 
ownership — now I know 
what that means.’’ 

A private mortgaging Insur¬ 
ance company got this re¬ 
sponse, and others of similar 
nature. In a random survey of 
more than 1,000 single women 
from young to middle years 
and beyond. 

The national sampling 
showed that three out of five 
preferred the single family 
residence over the well- 
publicized, often swinging 
high rise apartment buildings. 

As one woman said, “One 
gets to know one’s neighbors 
better In a house. They aren't 
quite as transient." 

Making the study was die 
Investors Mortgage Insurance 
Co., of Boston, which works 
with lenders — savings and 
loan associations, mutual sav¬ 
ings and commercial banks — 
by insuring the top 20 tp 25 
per cent of conventional imrt- 
gage loans. 

Said Jackson W. Goss, the : 
company president, “The 
average unmarried woman 
may settle for less, but in her 
heart she really wants to live 
In a single-family home, one 
she can call her own.”

“More than 400,000 of these 
... are in a five-figure in¬ 
come bracket,” Goss said. 
“They are in a good financial 
position to purchase.” 

He figures other reasons, 
besides the nesting instinct,' 
were factors. “Women realize 
that the combination of 
shelter with an investment in 
real estate is just plain 
8mart," he said. 

“Also, with parental protec¬ 
tion, college studies and that 
first job hurdle behind them, 
they are now ready for in¬ 
dependence . ..” 

A house means the same 
thing to a single as to a mar¬ 
ried couple, he continued. It 
provides space, privacy, 
investment, a fireplace (al¬ 
though not always), a base¬ 
ment and- or attic for storage, 
a back-to-the-basics way of 
life in a neighborhood exis¬ 
tence, and often a place for 


flower and vegetable gardens; 
And, not the least by any 
means, the home Is the re¬ 
treat from the city and office. 

Some comments women 
made during the study- 

• “I no longer fear the fu¬ 
ture. One time, I dreaded re¬ 
tirement because I felt I would 
not be able to afford it. With 
my own home almost paid 
for, I now can rest easier for 
those ‘golden days’ ahead." 

• “It's a status symbol. 
People seem impressed that I, 
as a single, own my own 
home.” 

• “Doing maintenance 
jobs around the house has 
given me a new lease on life. 
Incidentally, I’m back to the 
same weight I was in col¬ 
lege.” 

• “Now I can have pets.” 

• "I like the luxury of en¬ 
tertaining my friends in pri¬ 
vacy, not physiclally sur- 
rounded by (apartment) 
neighbors.”

These activities will include 
historic and art exhibitions, 
concerts, plays, opera and 
ballet, sailing meets, floral 
slwws, and many major ar¬ 
chitectural restoration pro¬ 
jects. 

Providing added impetus to 
Amsterdam’s birthday cele¬ 
brations are the national ob¬ 
servances in neighboring 
countries of European Archi¬ 
tectural Year. In Ams tea- 
dam, there are 6,743 officially 
designated historic monu¬ 
ments, 17 per cent of the ap¬ 
proximately 40.000 monu¬ 
ments in the Netherlands. 

Amsterdam can best be 
seen from the glass-enclosed 
water taxis which make lei¬ 
surely daily round trips along 
the canals and into the har¬ 
bor. 

As the water taxi glides 
along, it passes many house¬ 
boats where families live in 
almost as much comfort as 
their land-based neighbors. 

It appears as though the 
houses and buildings beside 
the canals are about to pitch 


forward into the water. This 
is no optical illusion; they do 
lean forward. They were de¬ 
liberately built this way to 
protect the facades from rain 
and to make it easier to hoist 
furniture and merchandise to 
upper levels without having 
them bump against the build¬ 
ing. 

Hoists were essential be¬ 
cause of the narrow stair¬ 
cases, similar to those on 
ships with which the seagoing 
Dutch were familiar. 

Tours through old and new 
Amsterdam in sightseeing 
buses cover such placet as 
Rembrandt House, Stock Ex¬ 
change, Queen’s Palace, the 
former Jewish quarter, and 
visits to the Rijksmuseum and 
to a diamond-cutting com¬ 
pany. 

At van Moppes and Zoon, a 
priva telly owned company 
dating back to the early 1800s, 
the visitor can see workers 
take a rough diamond and 
make it into a polished gem. 
The company offers to clean 
the diamond rings of its visi¬ 
tors free of charge. 

A, helpful guide to seeing 
Amsterdam Is its Magic Box, 
which contains 12 cards giv¬ 
ing points of interest accord¬ 


ing to districts. The number¬ 
ing of the districts is repeated 
on a map so one mgy easily 
find one’s way either by walk¬ 
ing or by bus or tram. -The 
Magic Box costs 3.50 guilders 
or about $1.50. Additional 
cards may be purchaaed at 10 
cents each. There is a-hidden 
surprise in each box. 

For shoppers, Anrfsterdam 
has four main streets where 
shops and stores, carrying 
every conceivable kind of 
merchandise from Dutch 
chocolates^ to diamonds, are 
concentrated. The streets are 
Kalverstraat, for pedestrians 
only, Helligeweg, Kon- 
ingsplain, and Leidsestraat. 

Window shopping is a fa¬ 
vorite pastime of tourists ev¬ 
erywhere, and from the looks 
of the high prices being asked 
here, that may be the only 
type of shopping visitors can 
afford. 

Merchants and tourist of¬ 
ficials alike are deeply con¬ 
cerned over the high cost of 
meals and hotel accommo¬ 
dations too. They are not 
overly optimistic for the sum¬ 
mer season’s overall business. 

The dollar’s purchasing 
power in relationship to the 


guilder has dropped. At this 
writing, it was 2.49 to the U.S. 
dollar if bought in a bank. 
Guilders cost more if bought 
at hotels, as they charge a fee ' 
for this service. 

One way to save money for. 
visitors leaving the country 
by air is to buy at the tax-free 
shops at Schlphol, Amster¬ 
dam’ airport. These shops are 
well supplied with a variety of 
goods including Delft ware, 
cheeses, watches, diamonds, 
cameras, and bulbs. All items 
may be ordered for future de¬ 
livery. 

Hotel accommodations in 
Amsterdam are plentiful since 
the opening of two new hotels 
here — the 400-room Amster¬ 
dam Marriott and the 
380-room So nest a. 

The architects of the Mar¬ 
riott have been able to convey 
the atmosphere of the Dutch 
with an intimate charm in its 
public rooms and restaurants. 
The hotel is centrally located, 
within walking distance of 
famous museums, theatres, 
and the Leidsestraat. 

The Amsterdam Sonesta, a 
four-star hotel with five-star 
adjoining Sonesta Tower, is a 


pleasant blend of 17th century 
and contemporary architec¬ 
ture. It is close to the Ameri¬ 
can Express office, the Royal 
Palace, and several muse¬ 
ums. 

Rates at Amsterdam's de¬ 
luxe hotels for a double room 
with two people can be as 
high as $65 or $75 a day, Eu¬ 
ropean plan. 

There are many smaller 
hotels and pensions offering 
adequate comfort and service 
which the budget-minded 
tourist may find at less cost, 
though. The Netherlands 
tourist office in Amsterdam 
has a list of these low-cost 
places and gladly will give 
visitors names and locations.

Yanks check ‘glitches’ 
while Soviets fuel up 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) — Launch crews 
found a few “glitches” — minoj- problems — in Apollo 
on Friday, but. none was serious enough to force a 
delay in Tuesday’s joint United States-Soviet space 
mission. 

Meanwhile, Soviet cos¬ 
monauts finished their train¬ 
ing for the flight and the U.S. 
astronauts rehearsed the 
flight's critical beginning mo¬ 
ments. 

During an inspection, U.S. 
launch crews discovered that 
a 12-gauge wire, the size 
found in household lighting 
circuits, had been installed in¬ 
correctly on the tunnel 'that 
will connect the two space¬ 
ships after they link up. 

The fault was due "to an 
ambiguous design drawing" 
and was corrected, the space 
agency said. There would 
have been no problem in 
flight if the incorrect installa¬ 
tion had gone undetected, a 
spokesman said.

A shutdown of major food retailers and bakeries 
on the Lower Mainland and Vancouver Island was 
averted late Friday afternoon when labor and manage¬ 
ment agreed to the appointment of an industrial 
inquiry commissioner. 

The llth hour decision came 
just before members of the 
Bakery Workers Union were 
set to walk out at Weston’s 
Bakery in Vancouver, a move 
that would have resulted in ;i 
lockout of bakers in super¬ 
markets K and other bakeries 
l>elonging to the B.C. Food 
Labor Relations Council. 

Although lockout notice had 
not been served, the council 
earlier said it would lock out 
bakers employed by all 
members of the council if the 
union struck one of its 
members. 

In that event, bakery 
workers’ picket lines would 
have been respected by the 
Retail Clerks Union and the 
Canadian Food and Allied 
Workers Union (meatcutters 1. 

But Jhe crisis was post¬ 
poned for at least 14 days— 
the maximum time under the 
labor code that commissioner 
Give McKee can deliberate 
unless both sides agree to an 
extension — after a 30-minute 
meeting in Labor Minister 
William King’s office two 
hours before the 6 p.m. strike 
deadline.

Jumbo changes costly 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Thc 
Federal Aviation Administra¬ 
tion ordered design changes 
Friday in all jumbo jets in 
service with United States air¬ 
lines to improve their ability 
to withstand sudden depres¬ 
surization while in flight. 

The order does not apply to 
jumbo jets flown by foreign 
airlines, but Air Canada and 


CP Air said they will follow 
the suggested design changes. 
Air Canada has 16 wide¬ 
bodied jets which will be mo¬ 
dified. CP Air has seven such 
jets. 

At the same time, the 
agency ordered all foreign 
airlines to impose by Oct. 9 
security programs for screen¬ 
ing passengers and carry-on 
baggage on all flights going 


io. from or within the United 
States. 

The FA A estimated dial 
there are 275 jumbo jets in 
service with U.S. airlines. 
Acting Administrator James 
Dow f said modifications could 
cost $43 million.

Her work may reflect 
signs of the times, but 16- 
year-old Nadine Nissen, 
1640 Edgeware Road, isn’t 
your average sign paint¬ 
er. 


She’s a spunky Lans- 
downe junior high gradu¬ 
ate earning her way 
through college. 

Watching bikini-clad 
Nadine wielding her brush 
atop city rooftops, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to realize that only 
a ydar ago she spent 
three months lying flat in 
a Gorge Road Hospital 
bed frustrated over her 
disablility and “arguing 
with my nurses.” 

The next three months 
weren’t much better, only 
being allowed up for grad¬ 
ual periods of 10, 20 and 
40 minutes a day as she 
regained strength after an 
operation to correct cur¬ 
vature of the spine. 

Before she left her 
hometown of Saskatoon, 
Nadine played basketball, 
taught figure skating on 
roller skates and studied 
jazz and modem dancing. 
Her disability ended any 
serious aspirations along 
those lines. 


‘‘I’ll never be able to 
enter competitions like I 
had wanted to.” 

But she swims and 
enjoys social dancing. 

The competitive spirit 
now is channeled toward 
her studies. She’s just 
been accepted by Camo- 
sun College where she ex¬ 
pects to spend the next 
three years finishing high 
school and the first two 
years of university before 
completing a degree 
course in commerce or 
commercial arts at Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. 

Her ambition: To be¬ 
come an accountant and 
work at the profession for 
as many years as it took 
to learn it. “Then 1 want 
to marry and have kids.” 

Painting signs is the 
financial key to a start on 
all of this. It has already 
paid for the first semester 
at Camosun. 

Art classes at Lans- 
downe helped develop a 
natural talent. As a Grade 
5 student in Saskatoon she 
won four first prizes for 
cash in a single competi¬ 
tion. 

'Tve been painting on 
my. own ever since. Then 
I found I could make 
money doing it and that’s 
how I got started painting 
signs.” 

Nadine has just finished 
a series erf signs for the 
Shawnigan Lake Country 
Club, ‘eve lathing from 


welcome signs, rules, and 
directions.” 

She could perhaps boast 
the darkest tan in town — 
a result of many hours 
high on ladders trom 
early morning through the 
scorching heat of the 
noon-day sun. 

“I paint in my bikini 
because I want to make 
up for all the nice days I 
was in hospital. Besides. I 
don’t get paint on my 
clothes.” 

The months in hospital, 
eased somewhat when 
staff rigged a special 
stretcher that freed her 
hands to weave, gave her 


time to thirik about life. 

“I knew I would be out 
of there sometime and 
that I was luckier ,than 
some others because I 
would be all in one 
piece.” 

No sooner was she out 
them she ventured on a 
month-long hitchhiking 
trip across Canada. 

Because of the trip and 
the operation she missed 
62% days of school. But 
she considers those days 
an important part of her 
education. 

“Travelling, I met so 
many people. I saw what 
a mess- some of them 


were making with their 
lives and I decided then I 
would do something with 
mine.” 

She has no illusions of 
easy success. 

“You have to try to 
beat yourself. You’ll 
never win. You’re always 
fighting yourself — unless 
you give up.” 

She hasn’t and she 
won't. 

Why the choice of a ca¬ 
reer in accounting? 

“Because I like it and 
I’m good with figures.” 

If only for chauvinistic 
reasons, we’d have to 
agree.

The Colonist has obtained 
the names of eight more 
downtown hotels and apart¬ 
ment buildings which are on 
Fire Chief Eric Simmons’ se¬ 
cret list of dangerous struc¬ 
tures in terms of fire safety. 

Thursday morning, the Col¬ 
onist reported the names of 
three buildings which are on 
the fire chief’s list of 26 struc¬ 
tures considered unsafe in 
terms of fire regulations. 

They were the St. Helen’s 
Apartments. 828 Courtney, the 
Chandler Hotel, 723 Yates, 
and the New England Hotel, 
1312 Government. 

Investigation by the Colo¬ 
nist traced the names of eight 
more buildings Friday. 

They are the Ritz Hotel, 710 
Fort: the Station Hotel, 501 
Pandora; the Brunswick 
Hotel, 541 Johnson: the Sur¬ 
rey Apartments, 639 Yates: 
the Beverly Hotel, 720 Yates; 
the Eastern Hotel, 550 John¬ 
son; the Senator Hotel, 548 
Johnson, and the Drake Hotel, 
536 Johnson. 

The Eastern, the Senator 
and the Drake are no longer 
occupied. All three were 
bought earlier by Victoria de¬ 
veloper and alderman Sam 
Bawlf. 

Bawlf has been able to find 
other accommodation for all 
former residents. He is gut¬ 


ting the buildings and incorpo¬ 
rating them into a develop¬ 
ment. 

All others are still occupied 
mostly by elderly residents 
and people on welfare. 

To increase fire-safety in 
residential hotels and apart¬ 
ment buildings, Simmons has 
issued orders to the owners of 
four buildings to upgrade fire- 
prevention measures. 

The buildings which have 
been singled out, so far, for 
upgrading are the Chandler 
Hotel, the St. Helen’s Apart¬ 
ments, the Surrey Apartments 
and the Brunswick Hotel. 

Chris Randall, president of 
RMP Development Corpora¬ 
tion Ltd. which owns the 
40-suite St. Helen’s Apart¬ 
ments, said in an interview 
Friday unless the necessary 
improvements can be made 
without spending an extraor¬ 
dinary amount of money, the 
building would have to be torn 
down. 

He stressed that although 
his firm bought the building 
in 1973, it only gained com¬ 
plete control over it on July 3 
this year. 

Until that date, a third 
party held a lease on the 
building. 

“We bought out that lease 
for about 515,000,” said Ran¬ 
dall. 

He said his firm bought the 
building with a view to even¬

The charge against Consta¬ 
ble Allan Kangas, 30, of driv¬ 
ing an emergency vehicle 
without due regard for safety 
was dismissed by visiting 
Judge Lance Heard of Duncan 
when the judge approved a 
no-evidence motion by de¬ 
fence lawyer Cecil Branson. 

On Sept. 2, 1974, Kangas 
was driving a police car and 
responding to an urgent call 
by Ccrtwood RCMP when the 
car and one driven by Bar¬ 
bara Anne Payne, 35, of 831 
Ellery, collided at Trans- 
Canada and Tillicum. Mrs. 
Payne died as a result of the 
crash. 

Testimony at an inquest and 
during die trial showed 
Kangas was using a flashing 
light when his car went 
through a red light but the 
siren was malfunctioning. 

* Branson said B.C. Supreme 
Court Justice Sam Toy ruled 
Jan. 27, 1975, in a civil case 
against a Vancouver police¬ 
man, that a police car could 
not be legally considered an 
emergency vehicle if its siren 
was not working and immedi¬ 
ate pursuit was not involved. 

Heard said there was 
“some evidence" that Kangas 
might have been operating an 
emergency vehicle, citing the 
RCMP call and the flashing 
lights.

The prestigious British 
Open Golf Championship re¬ 
turned to Carnoustie, Scot¬ 
land, this week, and CBC-TV 
will telecast the final round of 
play on Saturday, July 12, 
starting at 1:30 p.m. 

This is only the fifth time 
that the Open has been played 
on the rugged Carnoustie 
course. Previous winners 
were Tommy Armour in 1931; 
Henry Cotton in 1937; Ben 
Hogan in ’53 and Gary Player 
in ’68. 

The British Of>en Is the 
world’s oldest major golf tour¬ 
nament, with a history that 
goes back to 1862. This year 
the golfers will be vying for a 
total purse of 75,000 j>ounds 
sterling i approximately 
$180,0031. 

Expected to be in the field 
for the ’75 Open are defending 
champion Gary Player, two- 
time winner Jack Nicklaus, 
two - time Lee Trevino, 1973 
champion Tom Weiskopf, Ar¬ 


nold Palmer, who posted back 
to back victories in 1961 and 
1962, golfdom's hottest pro 
Johnny Miller, who looking 
for his first British Open win, 
and a host of the world’s 
greatest competitors. 

The telecast will cover holes 
from the. 12th through the 
18th.

marriage to Pierre Trudeau 
but didn't prepare myself for 
my marriage to the prime 
minister.” 

In die. first interview since 
leaving hospital, she tells 
Carole Taylor, I didn’t marry 
my husband to be the prime 
minister’s wife. I long for the 
day when I no longer will be 
the prime minister’s wife, \ 
when I can just be Pierre’s 
wife.”

Like hundreds of thousands 
of other Canadians who are 
getting psychiatric help, she 
was referred to a psychiatrist 
by her family doctor. “I want¬ 
ed to have a chance to think 
about things and be away 
from the strains of households 
and children and just retreat 
. . . sometimes you have to 
reach out. 

“Our tradition I guess is 
that when we’re sick we turn 
to a doctor. I didn’t feel sick. 

I just felt very, very weary 
and emotionally tight.” 


Margaret explains how sha 
got that way in this full hour 
interview, one of the longest 
ever carried on W5. 

In it she examines the 
strain of the election cam¬ 
paign where she faced criti¬ 
cism and ridicule as the re¬ 
wards for opening up in pub¬ 
lic; and the impossible burden 
of presenting herself as tl>e 
perfect wife—calm and im- 
I>erturbable, when “I get as 
angry as anybody.” 

The interview brings out 
her feeling that any Canadian 
should be able to go to a psy¬ 
chiatrist for help and not feel 
ashamed about it. In her 
case, it helped her to be her 
own person, and carry on.

Tim Conway doesn’t mind a 
bit when he is referred to as a 
second banana. 

”A lot of second bananas 
do,” he said, “but when you 
call me that you don't have to 
smile. Unless you want to or 
just can't help it. There are 
some great second bananas in 
this world. 

“And there are more ins 
and outs to the classification 
than I'll bet you've given 
thought to. Take Peter Sell¬ 
ers. He’s obviously a star. But 
is he not always playing sec¬ 
ond banana to a situation? If 
you replace the situation with 
a star like Carol Burnett what 
do you have? You have me ,a 
second banana who is delight¬ 
ed to be one of the bunch. 

“It’s relaxing to be a sec-

ond banana. Even when I did 
the Tim Conway Show, I tried 
to design it so I was playing 
second banana to the situa¬ 
tions.” 

Conway has been signed as 
a regular on the Carol Bur¬ 
nett Show for next season. He 
was in town to talk about his 
new' film for Walt Disney Pro¬ 
ductions, The Apple Dumpling 
Gang. According to a Disney 
press release, Conway and 
Don Knotts “form a new' com¬ 
edy team as a couple of 
clumsy desperadoes w'ho call 
themselves the Hash Knife 
Outfit and for w'hom crime 
never pays." 

“What can I tell you?” Con¬ 
way asked. “It’s Laurel and 
Hardy time. Don and I will do 
three more pictures for Dis¬ 
ney. All tlx>se years he was on 
the Andy Griffith show’ and I 
was on McHale’s Navy we 
were really playing the same 
guy.” 

Oonway was bom in—don’t 
laugh — Chagrin Falls, Ohio, 
on Dec. 15, 1933. He made 


quite a name for himself as a 
tumbler at Chagrin Falls High 
arid envisioned a career in 
physical education. But when 
he got to Bowling Green 
(Ohio) State University be de¬ 
cided speech and dramatic* 
“sounded easier.” 

“I enrolled in the TV 
course," Conway said, “and 
was a teeny bit surprised to 
find they had strictly make- 
believe equipment I’d have to 
pretend to be pushing around 
a TV camera whereas actual¬ 
ly it was a Kleenex box. So I 
figured if I could get myself 
in the mood with cardboard 
I’d be a cinch to succeed 
when I got into a real studio.” 

Conway partially financed 
his college career by selling 
egg salad sandwiches In the 
girls’ dorm and by diving for 
golf balls. “The fifth hole was 
right near the city reservoir,” 
he said. “Naturally it was 
chock full of golfballs. I mean 
the reservoir was.” 

Conw ay and a college buddy 
worked up a night club act 
that was something of a fail¬ 
ure: after their first show the 
owner suggested that since, 
the two of them were already 
wearing tuxedos why didn’t 
they start showing the cus¬ 
tomers to their tables? and 
keep doing that. 

Conway’s next job led to his 
teaming with a fellow named 
Ernie Anderson for a daily 
two-hour show’, Ernie’s Place. 

“We had a movie and 
guests,” Conway said, "but 
the guests never seemed to 
show up so I began filling the 
holes. I mean I impersonated 
a whole slew of guests. I'd 
come on as a bullfighter. 
Then next day I’d be a sweep¬ 
stakes winner. 

One day Rose Marie passed 
through town, saw me cutting 
tip on the TV screen, and 
said, “You’ve got to be on the 
Steve Allen Show!” And 
pretty soon I was. I did three 
show’s for him and then his 
program went off the air. But 
don't look at me. I got into 
McHale’s Navy and that last¬ 
ed four years.” 

Conway says he’s glad he 
got into show’ business (“You 
don’t see too many millionaire 
tumblers”), but winding up as 
a comic was something of a 
surprise to him. 

“As a kid I didn’t do a 
great gallery of imperson¬ 
ations. And in the privacy of 
my room I never thought, *A 
hah! Here's a joke I’ll tell 
when I get to the living room.’ 

It is often said that we’ll 
face a severe shortage of 
comics one day because the 
great training grounds, 
vaudeville and burlesque, are 
gone. 

Conway said, “Naw, if 
you’ve really got it you'll 
make it. The talk shows, obs¬ 
cure little night clubs — there 
are all kinds of springboards. 
On my TV show I had people 
like Dorn DeLuise and 
Charles Nelson Reilly when 
they were hardly known at 
all, but just the same they’d 
manage to make an impres¬ 
sion. We'll run out of coal and 
oil long before w’e run out of 
comics.’'

PBS Encores Renoir Profile 


Renoir, a deeply moving, in- 
depth look at the artist and the 
man, returns to KCTS-9, July 
14, at 7:30 p.m. The program 
grew out of the greatest Ren- 
ior exhibition in history, held 
at the Art Institute of Chica¬ 
go. 

Among the hundreds of 
thousands of visitors to this 
exhibit was a film crew, guid¬ 
ed by Executive Producer 
Dnald Knox. After the gal¬ 
lery was closed, the crew 
focused their cameras on the 
I win tings, serutiniring each 
one in minute detail. 


Yet Knox wanted something 
more than a look at the 
famous canvasses or the criti¬ 
cism and commentary that 
scholars oould offer. He decid¬ 
ed to include in his show a 
sampling of Renoir’s personal 
letters. These letters had 
never been translated from 
the French, and had not been 
distributed widely. 

After they - were carefully 
translated into English, thirty 
were chosen to show Renoir’s 
emotions and actions, over a 
57 year time span. As a young 


man, Renlor’s letters reveal 
his buoyant optimism — evi¬ 
dent also in his paintings — 
and his poverty. Yet in spite 
of his financial problems, 
Renoir was willing to bargain 
down prices for his portraits. 
These letters also reflect 
Renoir’s impressionistic obser¬ 
vations of the weather and the 
countryside. 

As he grows older, Renoir 
speaks more specifically of 
subjects he would like to 
paint. He also details the life 
of him family, his health. At 


age 60 he is becoming progres¬ 
sively crippled with rheuma¬ 
tism, his letters describe both 
his resignation to the pain and 
his determination to keep on 
painting. At age 70, im- 
mobHizined and suffering, he 
can still say "I’m so lucky to 
have painting, which even 
late in life still fcrnishes illu¬ 
sions and sometimes joy.” 

Lending perspective to 
these discourses are com¬ 
ments by his contemporaries 
and critics, extracted from 
newsi»apers of the day.

On July 15, two manned 
spacecraft will be launched 
into earth orbit — one Rus¬ 
sian, the other American. The 
Soviet Soyuz will go up first, 
followed by the U.S. Apollo 
and they will rendezvous July 
17 and join up, an historic oc¬ 
casion crowning the world’s 
first venture into space, which 
began with the Soviet Sputnik 
on October 4, 1957. 

Sputnik girdled the earth 
1,400 times until it fell and 
burned in the atmosphere on 
January 4, 1958, by which 
time the Americans were 
speedily preparing to laimch 
their space age, which gave 
world television viewers 
man’s first steps on the moon 
and data from far away plan¬ 
ets such as Mars and Venus. 

The meeting of American 
and Russian astronauts in 
space July 17 marks the end 
of the first stage of space ex¬ 
ploration, which spawned 
space “heroes” such as Yuri 
Gagarin, first man in space, 
and astronaut Neil 
Armstrong, first to step onto 
the moon’s surface. Both Rus¬ 
sia and the U.S. have lost as¬ 
tronauts in accidents and now 
the question is whether the 
world will make use of the op¬ 
portunities space technology 
can provide. 

CBC Television will carry 
full live coverage of impor¬ 
tant phases of the Soyuz- 
Apollo exercise, including the 
launch of Soyuz at 5 a.m. 
Tuesday, July 15 and Apollo 
at 12:30 p.m. the same day. 
Each program lasts an hour.

The overall theme of the 
CBC-EBU programming Is 
Space For Man and contains 
such items fro around the 
world as “space suits” which 
allow children who suffer 
from immunity deficiencies, 
to leave their sterile hospital 
rooms and travel outdoors: an 
ambulance service in Tou¬ 
louse, France, which can link 
road accident victims by tele¬ 
metry to a hospital; the use of 
satellites to bring TV pro¬ 
gramming to Canada’s Arctic 
Eskimos and remote villages

in India; satellites to gain 
weather and earth resources 
data, as well as fishing, crop- 
growing and migration pat¬ 
terns. 

Peter Kent, of CBC-TV's 
news specials unit has pre¬ 
pared a five-minute segment 
on the use of Canada’s satel¬ 
lite Anik in providing Canada 
with the world’s only domes¬ 
tic satellite television net¬ 
work, including items on news 
coverage of the Berger Hear¬ 
ings on ramifications of the 
Mackenzie Pipeline, the 
beaming of live television to 
Eskimos and an excerpt on 
the Arctic underwater experi¬ 
ment by Canada’s Dr. Joe 
Maclnnis at the North Pole. 

There will also be a demon¬ 
stration of surgery by satel¬ 
lite, in which Washington sur¬ 
geons instruct nurses in re¬ 
mote Alaskan communities as 
the nurses conduct ca¬ 
sualty operations. Paradoxi¬ 
cally, the prime Importance 
of space technology now is to 
explore earth, not space, to 
make better use of the world 
to a degree not possible with¬ 
out the use of space to ob¬ 
serve our world from above 
and beyond. 

The GBC portion of the 
Space For Man programming 
is being done by the Toronto- 
based News Specials Unit, 
under executive producer Tim 
Kntoheff. 

To prepare for CBC-TV’s 
contribution, meetings were 


held between CBC-TV s Kot- 
cheff and European Broad¬ 
casting Union members, in¬ 
cluding network represent¬ 
atives from Italy, France, 
Britain, the Middle East, the 
American Public Broadcast¬ 
ing Service, and Russia. 

For the first time since its 
space program began, the 
Russians welcomed foreign 
newsmen to tour and film in 
the Soviet space facility 
near Moscow, where Russian 
astronauts and their families 
live and work. 

Lloyd Robertson and news 
special unit field producer 
George James filmed materi¬ 
al for both CBC-TV’s The Na¬ 
tional and the July 17 specials 
from the complex, called 
“Star City”, where Lloyd in¬ 
terviewed Col. Alexei Leonov, 
the genial English-speaking 
commander of Soyuz and his 
fellow astronaut Valeriy Ku¬ 
basov. The two Russians will 
team up with American astro- 
n a u t s Bmg.-Gen. Donald 
“Deke” Slayton, Tom Stafford 
and Vance Brand on July 17, 
marking the first time their 
two nations have met in space 
for joint engineering and sci¬ 
entific investigations. Pre¬ 
parations for the venture 
began in 1972.

If Richard Brinsley Sheri¬ 
dan had written nothing else, 
his razor-sharp comedy, The 
School For Scandal, would 
have assured him everlast¬ 
ing fame. First perforfed at 
London’s Drury Lane theatre 
on May 8, 1777, it has con¬ 
tinued to delight audiences for 
nearly two centuries. 

Last winter, The School For

A veteran of numerous live 
space reports over the years 
on CBC television, Lloyd Ro¬ 
bertson is one of th» best all¬ 
round anchormen in the news 
business.

The New Game Shows—Dumb Luck and Greed! 


By TOM SHALES 

(WP) — Ladies and gentle¬ 
men, we have entered a new 
era in game shows. 

There is almost nothing en¬ 
couraging about it. 

The new TV game show — 
which, as a form, now domi¬ 
nates daytime on all three 
| networks and takes up much 
of the early evening pre¬ 
prime time on local stations 
i — is louder, harsher, more 
frantic and more gimmicky 
than game shows have ever 
been before. 

In addition, and perhaps 
more distressingly, the new 
game showe relies less and 
less of tests of wit or know¬ 
ledge — or even of reflexes 
and depends instead on 
chance, coincidence, and 
, dumb luck. The quiz is dead; 
j it has been replaced by the 
crap-shoot. 

Noisy Age 

Perhaps the most dramatic 
■j current signal of this trend is 
the passing of Password from 
network TV last week. 

.! After 14 on-and-off years or 
• more-or-less perpetual popu¬ 
larity, Password wasn’t ex¬ 
actly a brain-twister — an 
“Information Please” or a 
$64,000 Question — but it at 
least required a Vocabulary. 

Competition proved too 
j rough and it lost audience to a 
CBS soap opera (The Young 
and the Restless) and an NBC 
game show called Jackpot 
which has the features Pass¬ 
word lacked — jumping, 
screaming contestants, blink¬ 
ing lights and computers that 
flash dollar figures on the 
screen to audience cheers 
(game show studio audiences 
; are cued to applaud money). 

Also getting the axe from 
ABC is Spilt-Second, a no-non- 
setjse quiz that required of its 
j winners not only broad gener- 
; al knowledge but the abil- 
i ity to recall it instantly. This 
i is not the era of Password 
: and Split Second but of Jack- 
i pot with its silly riddles and 
computerized gamble. It 
makes only tiny demands on 
the brains of whose who play 
, or watch it. 

Mark Goodson, godfather of 
! the TV game show, is sorry to 
see Password, produced by 
his Goodson-Todman Produc¬ 
tions, go. But he senses it w-as 
a mild-mannered misfit in a 
new noisy age.

Well-known comedian, Arte 
Johnson . and sports an¬

‘‘Today it’s much more a 
swing to luck and gambling,” 
says Goodson from his Ber- 
verly Hills office. ”1 think it 
started with Let's Make, A 
deal, which is only luck and 
guessing. Naw you have things 
like Treasure Hunt, which has 
no game substance at all — a 
contestant just picks one box 
or another and wins or loses. 
It sounds like a dumb idea, 
and yet the public has always 
liked gambling and chance.” 

Knowing the answer to a 
question is largely incidental 
to many of the new game- 
shows. Often the question is 
quick, preface to the real busi¬ 
ness of the game — on to the 
spinning wheel, the deal of 
cards, the roll of dice. 

“On Gambit” notes Good- 
son, “you answer an easy 
question for the right to play 
blackjack. On High Rollers 
its’ an easy question to shoot 
craps. On Spin-Off, easy ques¬ 
tion and then a poker game. 
On a new' show coming on 
soon called The Magnificent 
Marble Machine, It’ll be an 
easy question and a game of 
pinball.” 

Recent question on Gambit; 
‘‘True or false — an orangu¬ 
tan is a cross between a tan¬ 
gerine and an o r a n g e.” 
Recent question on High 
Rollers: ‘‘Does it make sense 
to put Moliere in your cof¬ 
fee?” 

And so on. 

New Pattern 

Of the several new game 
shows being introduced this 
summer, most fit into the new' 
pattern. Password will be re¬ 
placed by another Goodson- 
Todman show, Show-Offs, es¬ 
sentially charades “with a dif¬ 
ferent look.” Goodson says. 
The program was to he em¬ 
ceed by actor Larry Blyden, 
but he was killed in an auto 
accident in June and has been 
replaced ' with actor-dancer 
Bobby Van. 

Two new CBS game shows 
recently made debuts. Musi¬ 
cal Chairs is described by the 
network as a “musical vari¬ 
ety show within a game for¬ 
mat,” but its most distin¬ 
guishing feature is singing 
host Adam Wade, the first 
black ever to emcee a net¬ 
work game show. 

Though it does rely on a 
computer as part of the 


pear in numerous skits rang¬ 
ing from locker room inter¬ 
views to the “Fan of the 
Week” award. 

Flubs, misses and codli- 
sions occurring in baseball, 
football and basketball are 
shown in slow motion, with 
Dick Enberg providing tl»e 
commentary. Short film clips 
of donkey basketball, oxen 
racing — even motorized bar- 
stool racing — are In¬ 
terspersed throughout the 
show.

game, at least it’s, in Wade’s 
phrase, a “musical com¬ 
puter.” Th^real basis of the 
game, which has echoes of 
Name That Tune (revived and 
then dropped recently on NBC 
daytime), calls for contes¬ 
tants to supply the next line of 
a song begun by a guest vo¬ 
calist. 

So much for the good news. 
If Musical Chairs is an excep¬ 
tion to the new game show 
rule, Spin-Off, the other new 
CBS show, is the rule incar¬ 
nate. After answering a pid¬ 
dling question ( “What musi¬ 
cal instrument is sometimes 
known as a mouth organ?”). 
A married couple faces 
computer and five “spinners” 
which flash numbers by faster 
than they can be recognized. 
The couple stops each spinner 
by slamming on a button and 
tries to rack up a winning 
poker hand (two pairs are 
worth $100, etc.) with the ul¬ 
timate goal $10,000. 

Criticism 

This leads to endlessly re¬ 
peated scenes of human 
beings pounding furiously on 
buttons and shouting, “Three! 
Three!’’ or “Six! Six!’’ while 
the audience shrieks. 

Additional new daytime 
games include ABC’s Rhyme 
and Reason (“a matching 
rhyme game involving six ce¬ 
lebrity guests.” soys ABC) 
and You Don’t Say, a rework¬ 
ing of an oldie. 

A frequent criticism of 
game show's is that they de¬ 
mean their participant* by 
forcing them to grope and 
grovel publicly ^ for money. 
Never did this criticism seem 
more valid than when applied 
to The Money Maze, which, 
after less than a year on the 
ah', will be dropped by ABC. 

This show was sublime in 
its vulgarity, requiring of a 
husband-wife l4m that one of 
them loudly direct the other 
through a giant maze in order 
to find the loot. Anybody who 
could watch this and not think 
of laboratory rats seeking out 
cheese was being generous, 
and the screaming audience 
lhat surrounded the maze on 
three sides behaved, one 
would think, like the crowds 
who once watched martyrs 
gobbled up by lions. 

But if it’s good riddance to 
Maze, the ranks of the calmer 
game shows are also being 
depleted with the cancellation 
of Blankety Blanks after only 
10 weeks on ABC. This show 
was a gentle soul in a race of 
rowdies, produced by Bob 
($10,000 Pyramid) Stewart 
and hosted by low-key and 
comparatively warm Bill Cul¬ 
len. The punny little word 
game will be replaced by the 
show it replaced — reruns of 
a tired sitcom, The Brady 
Bunch. 

Encouragingly, tfce better 
game shows do have a chance 
not only of surviving but of 
prospering. Stewart’s Pyra¬ 
mid achieves an ideal balance 
between contest and enter¬ 
tainment, and it’s a hit for 
ABC. NBC’s Hollywood 
Squares is a powerhouse ap¬ 
proaching 10 years on the air, 
still fast and funny as ever. 

Goodson-Todman’s Match 
Game 75 which alternates 
with the soap opera As the 
World Turns as the most pap¬ 
ular daytime network show, 
virtually ignores it’s own

game to let guest celebrities 
make jokes and wisecracks. 

Like the television business 
generally, daytime TV is not 
only cyclical but recycllcal. 
Goodson says Password may 
return, in flashier dress, with¬ 
in a year. Game shows them¬ 
selves may have reached' a 
peak and fade from promi¬ 
nence. “Six years ago there 
were hardly any on TV,’’ says 
Goodson. “It wo* all soaps 
then.” 

Some observers think the 
game show craze is firmly 
tied to the recession. Cash 
awards are becoming more 
common chi the shows than 
luxury prizes like'furs and va¬ 
cations. The spectacle of 
other people winning money 

— especially when they have 
done hardly a thing to earn it 

— may be gratifying es¬ 
capism for an economically 
troubled nation. 

Hysteria 

Still, there is something sad 
and fairly frightening, about 
the ongoing game show 
parade — you see it in the 
wounded faces of the losera 
when the promised loot eludes 
them; in the coached hysteria 
when they do cop a prize; in 
the ovations lavished on mer¬ 
chandise and money; in the 
stereotype-enforcing fact that 
game show hosts are always 
male and women are, at best, 
their wheel-spinning or dice¬ 
rolling assistants; and, final¬ 
ly, in the broad, depressing 
overtones of the game show 
as materialist ritual at its 
most wanton.

In a major international co¬ 
production arrangement, the 
National Public Affairs 
Centre for Television 
(NPACT) will join the Euro¬ 
pean Broadcasting Union 
(EBU), the Canadian Broad¬ 
casting Corporation (CBC), 
and broadcasters from the So¬ 
viet Union (TSS) for a two- 
hour critical review of man¬ 
kind’s use of outer space. 
Space for Man? is scheduled 
to be broadcast on KCTS-9, 
July 17, at 9:00 p m. (7:30 
p.m. on 2 and 6), just 
hours after the Apollo and 
Soyuz spacecraft have linked 
up. The program combines 
the facilities r and skills of ap¬ 
proximately 20 nations to ex¬ 
amine how space technology 
has benefited man over the 
past 18 years and to explore 
ixjssible priorities for further 
spac- programs. 

According to Executive Pro¬ 
ducer A1 Vecchione, “The 
link-up of the American and 
Russian spacecraft ... sig¬ 
nifies the end of a competitive 
era and the beginning, hope¬ 
fully, of a new spirit erf space 
co-operation among nations. 
It is the perfect time to pause 
find reflect on what has been 
accomplished and what lies 
ahead." 

The program has two com¬ 
ponents : the international 
segment, a. 75 minute critical 
review of the developments 
made possible by advancing 
space technology is followed 
by a 45 minute NPACT pro¬ 
duced assessment of Ameri¬ 
ca’s space effort. 

Using film and video tape 
contributions from nations oh 
four continents with simultan¬ 
eous French and English 
narration, the first portion 
concentrates on the earth- 
bound benefits. First, an 
NPACT " produced segment 
demonstrates how a eom-

munications satellite brings 
doctors to remote and in¬ 
accessible Indian villages 
via two-way television. Next, 
Dutch television shows how 
communication satellites will 
make possible for the first 
time the broadcast of educa¬ 
tional and cultural programs 
to five thousand communities 
in India. Canada will demon¬ 
strate a similar program tor 
their isolated Eskimo commu¬ 
nities. 

French television takes the 
viewers to Toulouse, where 
ambulances equipped with 
space-derived telemetry sys- • 
terns send vital information 
on accident victims to doctors 
standing by at hospitals, sav- , 
ing live and time. 

The use of Landsat, the 
earth resources satellite, will 
he demonstrated in forestry, 
agriculture and weather fore¬ 
casting in stories from Brazil, 
Italy and England. 

The BBC also provide* seg¬ 
ments on solar energy appli¬ 
cation, and a “space suit*' de¬ 
vised to provide protection 
from disease for a child 
whose resistance has become 
dangerously low due to che¬ 
motherapy. 

Another NPACT episode 
looks into the future, as com- 
ixrter animation shows a sur¬ 
prisingly practical plan for 
space colonization. Other seg¬ 
ments include stories on navi¬ 
gation by satellite, visualiza¬ 
tion of Landsat earth pictures, 
and satellite control. 

Continuity for these pro¬ 
gram portions is provided 
through the use of maps, 
models and other graphics 
and narration from the BBC 
studios. 

The second portion of the 
program, a segment produced 
specifically for the American 
audiences, is designed to 
present a diversity of' con¬ 
cerns and opinions surround¬ 
ing the evolvement and direc¬ 
tions of America’s space pro¬ 
gram. This part of the show is 
anchored by NPACT corre¬ 
spondents Paul Duke, Jim 
Lehrer and Carolyn Lewis. 

Three major areas of con¬ 
cern are covered in these 
final 45 minutes. First, the 
reasons behind America’s 
entry into the space race are 9 
reviewed, and the accomplish¬ 
ments of our 15 year effort 
itemized. Joining the corre- 
i spondents is former astronaut 
Senator John Glenn. 

The second area to be ex¬ 
amined includes the plans and 
options for the future of the 
• American space program. 
This portion of the show 
ranges from the concepts al¬
